I appreciate Michael King’s recent article 
about the efforts of Travis County and the com¬ 
munity to create a public defender’s office [“In 
Search of Greater Justice,” News, May 24]. I did 
want to make one comment in reference to the 
views expressed by some in this article that the 
outcome gap between retained and indigent 
defense is the result of a defendant’s socioeco¬ 
nomic status. 

The Travis County Mental Health Public 
Defender’s Office, which serves the same indi¬ 
gent clients as the Capital Area Private 
Defender Service, has consistently achieved a 
higher percentage of dismissals than managed 
assigned counsel. Indeed, a recent study con¬ 
ducted by Travis County Justice Planning (2016) 
found that 47% of clients served by the Mental

Health Public Defender received dismissals on 
their legal cases, while clients served by man¬ 
aged assigned counsel only had their cases dis¬ 
missed 19% of the time. Clients served by the 
Mental Health Public Defender Office also 
received less punitive criminal sentences when 
compared to clients served by managed 
assigned counsel. In this evaluation, research¬ 
ers examined all misdemeanant defendants 
who were indigent, suffering from mental illness, 
and who had their legal cases disposed by the 
courts during fiscal years 2009-2014. 

Ultimately, this study, which is noteworthy 
because it focused on the justice outcomes of 
indigent clients, is another evidence-based 
study that suggests that a public defender 
model is a best practice for increasing equity in 
the Travis County Criminal Courts.

HEADLINES

lic schools and homeowners, rather less than they 
could for city dwellers and the uninsured, and went 
out of their way to insult women and LGBTQ 
Texans. Adios, mofos! 


BASTROP HATE CRIME? A month after an 

arson attempt and acts of vandalism against a 
Northside mosque, another act of Islamophobia hit 
Muslim Space, a local Islamic institution. A sign 
directing attendees to a Ramadan iftar at the 
Colony Amenity Center in Bastrop was defaced 
with obscenities. The Austin chapter of the Council 
on American-lslamic Relations is urging law 
enforcement to investigate the incident as a 
hate crime. 


ROY-AL FLUSH HILL Country Republicans 
reaped the electoral whirlwind this week, as 
Congressional District 21 Rep. Chip Roy garnered 
national scorn for single-handedly delaying a fed¬ 
eral disaster aid bill to help victims of Midwestern 
floods, Western fires, and 2018 hurricanes, by 
blocking “unanimous consent” while Congress was 
out of session. He was followed by Kentucky back¬ 
bencher Thomas Massie, because... they could. 


SOUTH H-E-B CLOSING The Texas grocery 
chain announced it would tear down its store at S. 
Congress and Oltorf to make way for a gargantuan 
100,000-plus-square-foot store in the same loca¬ 
tion. The new H-E-B will feature a food hall, beer 
garden, and two levels of underground parking. 
Construction is set to begin in 2020, and opening is 
projected for 2022. 


SPEAKING OF STORES: A micro-Target, if 

you will, plans to nestle up next to a small Whole 
Foods in the massive East Austin development now 
dubbed Saltillo (fka Plaza Saltillo). The tiny Target, 
the retailer’s 2019 trend, is slated to open at 901E. 
Fifth St. in 2020 and will take up approximately 
25,000 square feet. Regular Target stores average 
roughly 80,000 square feet. 


TRANS RIGHTS, HUMAN RIGHTS on 

Tuesday, May 28, the Trump Administration was 
sued by 16 health care groups and doctors in an 
effort to block attempts to roll back health care 
regulations under the Affordable Care Act that pro¬ 
tect trans health care. If allowed, the rollbacks 
would make it all right for doctors and other medi¬ 
cal providers to deny care, including abortion and 
sex reassignment surgery, to trans patients. 


The headline last week in the daily pro¬ 
claimed, “City Council says yes to $1.2 bil¬ 
lion convention center expansion.” No 
knock on the Statesman - that is how City 
Hall and the press 
corps have framed 
this story as it’s bub¬ 
bled along - but that 
headline isn’t quite 
accurate. What 
Council did in the 
resolution passed last week is say yes to 
replacing the existing Austin Convention 
Center with a brand-new and, we can all 
concede, probably much better civic land¬ 
mark. 


Yes, the end result will be larger, and this 
is likely the most financially and logistically 
viable way to upgrade the center - acquir¬ 
ing and tearing down the blocks that now 
face the center across 
Trinity Street, build¬ 
ing a new center 
while the old one 
remains open, and 
then tearing down 
that 20-acre low-rise 
shed whose oldest parts date back to 1992. 
But let’s not bury the lede here. We get to 
start over and rebuild a rather vexed part of 
Downtown Austin, knowing now what we 
didn’t know back then. For those of us aging 


in place, it’s the first of many chances to see 
the urban visions we had for Austin of yore, 
themselves revisited and reimagined. 

ONCE THERE WERE WAREHOUSES... 

This is more than just marveling at the 
pace of Austin change, one of the many 
symptoms of Old-Timers Syndrome. Also, 
in the Statesman last week, my friend 
Michael Barnes assured readers that yes, 
there used to be warehouses in the 
Warehouse District. Young adults I’ve 
watched grow up here (my son’s almost 23) 
don’t remember when Mueller was the air¬

built elements of those former uses survive in each place. It 
won’t be long before some featureless fields from which the 
New Austin sprang will have no real history before being, 
say, the Domain or the Triangle or the Grove. 

The Convention Center was a much more self-conscious 
intervention than were most of those projects, an effort con¬ 
ceived by the town’s worthies (such as its namesake Neal 
Kocurek) from the outset as a mechanism for Downtown 
renewal, staking Austin’s claim to Real City status, and get¬ 
ting back on track after the bitter bust years of the 
mid-Eighties. At the time, when there was very, very little 
vitality in Downtown’s southeast quadrant, it made sense to 
build a low-rise complex that fronted Cesar Chavez, was 
geared to receive drop-off auto traffic, and dumped all its 
back-of-house service functions out on Red River. 

But even by the time the first expansion was approved by 
voters (along with the Waller Creek flood-control tunnel) 
back in 1998, Downtown had started to get Weird in ways 
that harmonized poorly with what is a nicer-than-many but 
quite conventional convention hall. Today, even though the 
center is genuinely too small for the events that now want 
to be in Austin - that is, ones that draw visitors from around 
the globe - its older parts are underused, and its effective 
front door is now on the opposite side, at Fourth and Trinity, 
by the train station and Brush Square and the 24/7 action of 
Austin’s entertainment hub. 

WE GET TO START OVER AND REBUILD 
A RATHER VEXED PART OF DOWNTOWN 
AUSTIN, KNOWING NOW WHAT WE 
DIDN’T KNOW BACK THEN. 

Meanwhile, what was the ass end of Downtown is now 
right in the sweet spot between Rainey, Red River, Waller 
Creek, and Saltillo, and the flat gray walls of the Convention 
Center themselves create the deadness and blight that they 
were erected in 1992 to alleviate. Now, not all of that change 
is to everyone’s liking, which is one reason why Palm School 

- which after it closed in 1976 was almost literally wasted 
space, cowering under 1-35 - has risen to the top of the con¬ 
versation, as a last remnant of a pre-gentrified Austin, more 
treasured now than it was back when the Convention Center 
was built next to it, on a patch of dirt that’s now worth more 
than $20 million. It still merits a double-take that, within 
living memory, the highest and best use of the similarly 
situated parcel across the street was deemed to be an IHOP 

BEFORE YOU KNOW IT, IT’S THE FUTURE 

So we can have a lot of fun from a placemaking perspective 
as we get another crack at these eight or 10 blocks that are now 
in the middle, not on the fringe, of a genuinely interesting city 
district. It remains to be seen if that fun will be impaired by 
the perceived need or desire to attend to the wishes and feel¬ 
ings of all the many, many folks claiming to hold stakes here 

- from the preservationists to the hotel managers to the real 
estate money men, to the neighborhood voices from the barrio 
and the high-rises and even from the unhoused on the street. 

But that diversity of voices and motives, if we manage this 
right, can make the process of placemaking itself worthwhile 
and instructive, serving as a test of Austin’s much-desired 
resilience in the face of constant stress. We want to make sure 
we stay true to our goals and values as we become a new and 
different city. What the Convention Center shows us in micro¬ 
cosm is that we will get to do that over and over, becoming a 
new and different city each time, learning as we go. ■ 


NAKED CITY 


Adler: “Something’s going 
to have to give” 

Like many observers, Austin Mayor Steve Adler shared mixed thoughts 
on the just-concluded 86th Texas Legislative session. “I’m obviously con¬ 
cerned about the revenue caps,” he said, referring to the 3.5% cap imposed 
on local property tax revenue increases (without a public referendum to 
ratify higher collections - the current “rollback rate” is 
8%). He praised the Lege’s increases to public school 
funding - “although it’s not clear how they intend to pay 
for it, long term” - and said he was pleased that “we 
weren’t preempted on fair-chance hiring and sick leave” 
for local workers. As in many past sessions, Adler - who 
spent eight years as a Senate staffer - felt the good news 
was largely “in terms of stopping bad legislation,” and he 
praised the Central Texas delegation for fighting hard on 
local priorities “in significant leadership positions.” 

Looking forward, Adler’s primary concern, along with 
the other City Council members, is how to plan future city 
budgets under the forthcoming revenue cap. “And they also took cable 
company [easement] fees - about $6 million annually. That [means the] 
actual cap is closer to 3.1%.” (Right now, Austin assesses two separate fees to 
telecommunications franchises; the Legislature has mandated that the city 
choose one or the other.) He said the city’s annual structural cost drivers - 
anticipated increases in health insurance coverage costs, rents, and salaries 
- amount to a 4-5% rate of increase at current budget levels. “Something’s 
going to have to give,” he said. “It’s real. And it’s going to impact things that 
our community wants us to do in all areas of the budget.” 


The mayor said conversations have already been ongoing among 
budget staff and Council members about how to prepare, and the spring 
budget preview - normally concluded by this time - has been delayed 
while staff waits for the Legislature. “We’re talking about different things, 
various options. We have to consider going to the full amount [the current 
rollback cap of 8%] to build reserves” in anticipation of the lower cap tak¬ 
ing effect in January, thus impacting fiscal year 2021 and beyond. 

Adler said the concerns include both trying to main¬ 
tain current services and “things we would like to do that 
we’re not doing now. That includes hiring more officers 
to handle sexual assault cases, more attention to solving 
homelessness, work on the land development code... The 
caps will make all this harder.” 

If there was a “silver lining,” he said, “It was the 
5 bipartisan alliance among city officials across the state. I 
! was talking to 25 to 30 mayors weekly about what we all 
| saw as an attack on cities, generally and unfortunately. The 
3 intent of the people supporting [the caps] would suppos- 
5 edly deliver tax relief, but by the last day, the author of 
the bill was admitting on the floor of the House that was 
not the case. The cap will leave us upside down in our budget, about a $40 
million [deficit] in three years, for savings to the typical homeowner of 
about $1.80 month.” 

When asked about the motivations of the Republican majority - many 
of whom began as local officials - Adler said, “There’s an extreme voice 
that seems to have taken over the many in the Republican Party. The 
state’s demographics are changing. It could be they’re just trying to hold 
onto power as long as they can.” - Michael King

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ONE MOORE TIME: D.A. KICKS OFF REELECTION BID 


District Attorney Margaret Moore kicked 
off her 2020 reelection campaign May 23 at 
Speakeasy, telling an enthusiastic crowd thick 
with courthouse regulars that Travis County 
can be both “safe and progressive,” and that 
can best be done by “working together.” 
Moore cited her creation of a Family Vio¬ 
lence Unit as addressing a major issue in 
local criminal justice and also 
pointed to progress in address¬ 
ing sexual assault, saying her 
office has taken important 
steps toward “national stan¬ 
dards” of enforcement, by 
establishing an Adult Sexual 
Assault Unit. “We have tried 
more cases, mostly violent 
cases,” she said. “And yet we 
are sending fewer people to the 
penitentiary. So we can be pro¬ 
gressive, crack down on the violence, and 
handle other cases differently.” 

Moore repeatedly emphasized “collabora¬ 
tion and partnership” among local offices 
and officials as central to her reforms of the 
D.A.’s Office and the criminal justice system 
- with both the city of Austin and the coun¬ 
ty’s other municipalities. “We are working 


together in a way that I have not experienced 
in all the years I have been serving this coun¬ 
ty and this state in various capacities,” said 
Moore, who has also served as county attor¬ 
ney and as a county commissioner. 

Moore also cited major progress on reduc¬ 
ing incarceration for small-scale drug posses¬ 
sion cases (less than a gram), moving almost 
all such cases out of state jail 
felony courts. “We’re not done,” 
she continued. “You’re going to 
see more progress as we 
address these cases as a public 
health issue, not a public safety 
issue.” She attributed this suc- 
| cess to a “broad partnership” 

* with law enforcement - “not by 
| telling people what to do, but by 
| asking them to work with us.” 
z Although she touched on her 
work on sexual assault, Moore did not 
address the strong criticism her office has 
received over its handling of local cases - a 
story that gained national attention on May 23 
in a New York Times story (based on reporting 
by the Chronicle’s Sarah Marloff) headlined, 
“These Rape Victims Had to Sue to Get the 
Police to Investigate.” Moore is one of several 


defendants in that federal class action lawsuit 
by local rape survivors; when asked about the 
criticisms, Moore said she couldn’t respond in 
detail because of the pending lawsuit, but that 
she objects to some of the “sensationalist” 
aspects of the reporting. 

Also, on Friday, Austin Firefighters 
Association President Bob Nicks issued a 
statement critical of Moore’s handling of the 
case of former firefighter Janies Baker, who 
pleaded guilty in October of “invasive visual 
recording” of a female colleague, Kelly Gall. 
Under a plea bargain, Baker was allowed to 
resign, but received no jail time; the state¬ 
ment condemns Moore’s treatment of Gall 
and the D.A.’s failure to take the case to trial, 
and continues (in part): “The AFA is sure that 
D.A. Moore is fine in other areas of her job, 
but her record on sexual assault cases is 
abysmal and does not comport with the val¬ 
ues of Travis County. This is an important 
item of public concern and must become a 
major topic of discussion during D.A. Moore’s 
reelection campaign.” Moore responded that 
her decision “was both fair and in the inter¬ 
est of justice,” noting that Baker had to sur¬ 
render his firefighting license permanently.

COUNCIL STEPS INTO THE SCOOTER FUTURE 


Having approved at last week’s meet¬ 
ing, May 23, rules of the road (and side¬ 
walk) for scooters and other “micro-mo¬ 
bility” devices, City Council still has to 
grapple with the rules of the marketplace 
where they operate; consideration of those 
draft ordinances has been deferred until 
August. For now, scooter 
and dockless bike and 
e-bike riders can use side¬ 
walks throughout the city, 
as long as they ride in a 
“reasonable and prudent 
manner” - a deliberately 
vague phrase intended to 
help law enforcement 
determine culpability after 
an incident, instead of 
defining behavior they 
would proactively police. 

Riders can also use elec¬ 
tronic devices in hands¬ 
free mode; parents are responsible for 
ensuring children under 18 wear helmets; 
and more than one rider per scooter is not 
allowed. Violators face warnings, then 
fines should they continue to misbehave. 
As for riding on trails and parkland, the 
city’s current pilot program allowing 
scooters on certain trails will wrap up by 


summer’s end, with additional rules to be 
crafted thereafter. 

The harder part has been establishing a 
regulatory framework for how micro-mobility 
providers interact with the city - right now, 
that mostly means Bird, Lime, JUMP (an 
Uber brand), and Lyft. Initially, staff recom¬ 
mended a franchise model 
such as the city uses for 
taxis, but the providers say 
that would be too cumber¬ 
some; operators would need 
Council approval at multi¬ 
ple meetings before they 
could enter the market or 
make major changes to 
their current fleets. 

Council Members Jimmy 
Flannigan, Paige Ellis, and 
Natasha Harper-Madison 
were receptive to this rea¬ 
soning and jointly moved to 
postpone approvals until after Council’s 
summer break. Their motion also directed 
staff to work with stakeholders to “explore, 
develop, and present all potential models” 
for regulating micro-mobility companies - 
including a “revised franchise model.” 
These models should include “basic design 
specifications” to make riding with different

COUNCIL MOVES ON CONVENTION CENTER PLANS 



A new Austin Convention Center, a pre¬ 
served Palm School, and a safer Rainey 
Street may all result from City Council’s 
vote last week (May 23) on a wide-ranging 
set of measures for the southeast quadrant 
of Downtown, dubbed - at least for now - 
the “Palm District.” The 24-page omnibus 
resolution, carried by Council Member 
Kathie Tovo (whose District 9 includes the 
area) and approved unanimously after mul¬ 
tiple amendments, brings together many of 
the moving parts of the “Downtown Puzzle” 
that occupied Council’s attention last sum¬ 
mer. Highlights include: 

• Palm School: The historic building, 
which served as the pre-boom, pre-highway, 
predominantly Mexican American neigh¬ 
borhood’s elementary from 1892 to 1976, is 
currently owned by Travis County, which 
plans to relocate its health department 
offices to a new space in 2021. Advocates 
have vigorously encouraged that the site be 


preserved as a survivor of pre-gentrified 
Austin and as a potential arts and culture 
space or museum working in tandem with 
the nearby Emma S. Barrientos Mexican 
American Cultural Center. However, the 
full-block parcel at 1-35 and East Cesar 
Chavez is worth more than $20 million, and 
Travis County would like to leverage that 
value in some way, even if the city does end 
up owning the site and preserving it for 
public use. Negotiations for the city to 
acquire the property - if it can afford it - are 
expected to pick up steam next month. 

• Convention Center: After evading a firm 
commitment through last year’s Downtown 
Puzzle discourse, Council states explicitly 
in its resolution that it “desires to begin the 
process to expand the Austin Convention 
Center” and to “re-envision” the nearly six- 
block behemoth as “an active, communi¬ 
ty-oriented civic building that enhances 
the culturally rich fabric of the Palm 


District.” That means starting from the 
most ambitious and expensive of the sce¬ 
narios laid out in the report Council com¬ 
missioned from the UT School of 
Architecture’s Center for Sustainable 
Development, a $1.2 billion reboot that 


would over time replace the entire complex 
with a new, more vertical facility anchored 
to the west of the current one, across 
Trinity Street. Financing would largely 
come from a 2-cent hike in the hotel occu¬ 
pancy tax, and explicitly would not come 
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companies safer and more consistent; 
encouragement of competition in the mar¬ 
ket to spread the devices, “especially in 
areas outside downtown”; rules for data 
sharing with governmental entities without 
infringing upon civil liberties; and, crucial¬ 
ly, a way to bring in revenue to support the 
“expansion of infrastructure that supports 
safe operation of micro-mobility devices 
and bicycles.” 

In a conversation with the Chronicle this 
week, Flannigan emphasized that he was 
not necessarily opposed to a franchise 
model, but he was unsatisfied with simply 
repurposing the existing taxi system. With 
state-imposed revenue caps now looming, 
he explained, it’s important for the city to 
think through its partnerships with private 
companies: “I’m hoping to see a model that 
allows the city to collect a fair fee for 
[enabling] commerce in the public right of 
way, and I’m hopeful that we will see a min¬ 
imum set of standards for the physical 
devices themselves.” 

Staff sees the franchise model as a proven 
way to collect fees that could then be spent 
on the city’s mobility infrastructure. Jason 
JonMichael, assistant director of the Austin 
Transportation Department, said it would 
be critical for the city to cover not only cap¬ 
ital improvements but administrative costs; 
it’s too early to say what other options could 
work, but ATD and the city’s lawyers have 
the summer to find out. 

The time City Hall has already invested 
in micro-mobility reflects how scooters are 


likely not a fad, but a feature of our future. 
This May alone, more than 480,000 individ¬ 
ual micro-mobility trips have been taken in 
Austin (93% of those on scooters), with near¬ 
ly 17,000 devices on the street and an aver¬ 
age trip length of just over a mile. (ATD 
notes that this exceeds the number of auto¬ 
mobile trips of similar length.) While anec¬ 
dotes cast scooters as a scourge on our 
streets, the data suggests they are helping 
the city achieve the goal, adopted with the 
Austin Strategic Mobility Plan in April, of 
a 50-50 mode split between single-driver car 
trips and less carbon-laden and injury-prone 
modes of transportation. 

Advocates insist micros can only be use¬ 
ful to the extent that policymakers priori¬ 
tize their usage over cars. That means 
improving comfort and safety by building 
out mobility infrastructure for modes other 
than cars, but it also means disincentivizing 
driving and encouraging transit use, with 
scooters and bikes as a “first/last mile” solu¬ 
tion. As UT professor and transportation 
researcher Alex Karner told the Chronicle, 
“Ideally we want to create a city where we 
don’t have to get into a car. ... If we want to 
do that, walking, scooting, or using a wheel¬ 
chair has to become safe and normal.” 

With some on Council still largely view¬ 
ing scooters as a hazard that pedestrians 
need protection from, it’s unclear how hard 
the city will push for this outcome, although 
scooters clearly need to be factored into our 
consideration of walkable communities and 
transit corridors. - Austin Sanders 


from redirecting any current HOT revenue 
that’s being used for historic preservation 
or cultural arts programs. 

• Tourism District: The resolution endors¬ 
es the plan broached by Mayor Steve Adler, 
the Downtown Austin Alliance, and the 
local hotel industry for an additional assess¬ 
ment (not, strictly speaking, a HOT hike) to 
fund a public improvement 
district (what the DAA itself 
is now) that could invest in 
services to end homeless¬ 
ness in Downtown Austin 
and support cultural arts. 

• Rainey Street: Com¬ 
munity advocates remind¬ 
ed the city that it had, back 
in 2013, created a fund to 
collect development-related 
income from Rainey-area 
properties (e.g., street clo¬ 
sure fees) to reinvest in the district’s 
now-overtaxed mobility infrastructure and/ 
or to support affordable housing for dis¬ 
placed Rainey residents. Although much 
such income has been generated - $3.5 
million from the Fairmont Hotel alone, 
advocates say - the city forgot to earmark 


it, so now staff has to go back and figure 
out how much money should be in this 
fund. This raised concerns from CM Greg 
Casar, who amended the resolution to 
direct staff to bring back information about 
what other projects, elsewhere in the city, 
would be impacted if all that money were 
re-diverted to Rainey. 

Along with the Palm 
School, Rainey Street, the 
Convention Center, and 
social services stakehold¬ 
ers, the Palm District plan¬ 
ning process will also gath¬ 
er in efforts at Brush 
Square (including potential 
relocation of its fire station), 
Capital Metro’s under-con¬ 
struction Downtown Sta¬ 
tion, the Waller Creek revi¬ 
talization effort, and the 
ESB-MACC. Even with this long list of 
characters and action items, City Manager 
Spencer Cronk is directed to move quickly 
enough to bring back meaningful recom¬ 
mendations to be incorporated in the fiscal 
2020 budget, to be adopted in September.

We were promised an earnest, meat-and-potatoes, kinda boring 
86th Texas Legislature, and that’s more or less what we got. Though 
the usual chicanery and mendacity could be found on display with¬ 
out much searching, our elected representatives managed to make 
some things a little better - particularly our public schools - and 

Without Money, It’s Still a Wish 

Leave it to Speaker of the House Dennis 
Bonnen to declare victory and end the cele¬ 
bration at a stroke. On May 23, the Grand 
Triumvirate - Gov. Greg Abbott, Lt. Gov. Dan 
Patrick, and Bonnen - assembled at the 
Governor’s Mansion to announce a deal 
on the budget, property taxes, and school 
finance. “We won the Super Bowl today,” 

Bonnen told the press, “and we’re not going 
to talk about whether the quarterback or the 
running back had more of the success in our 
win.” Translation: Ask us no questions and 
we’ll tell you no lies. 

Minus the confetti, there were indeed rea¬ 
sons to celebrate. A dam had broken after 
decades of obstruction, and the GOP leader¬ 
ship, House, and Senate had agreed to spend 
more money on public education. The omnibus 
budget bill (House Bill 1) includes $6.5 billion 
more for public schools, and another $5.1 bil¬ 
lion to “buy down” school property taxes (as 


avoided wholesale trampling on the rights and dignity of most 
Texans, a low bar to clear but too often not low enough.

not reflexively kick the can to 2021. The 
open question is whether the juggling act - 
which also relies on one-time “rainy day” 
funding - can be sustained beyond the 
immediate biennium. 

Overall, the $250.7 billion, two-year budget 
represents a 16% increase over 2017 (3.5% 
caps are for lesser folk), including a $6.1 bil¬ 
lion rainy-day infusion for unpaid bills from 
this current biennium (Hurricane Harvey, 
other infrastructure). There’s half a billion for 
new mental hospitals (including a new 240- 
bed Austin State Hospital), but also a $900 
million reduction for Medicaid - possibly the 
most miserly gesture of the whole session. 

But in a minor victory for the forces of san¬ 
ity, the budget does not include an additional 
$100 million for a border security “surge” - 
lawmakers came to their senses on Sunday, 
after somebody pointed out that the current 
$800 million per biennium should be quite 
enough tribute to Trump. - Michael King 


prescribed in HB 3, the “Texas Plan” school 
finance vehicle), a dual dispensation that 
for years has seemed impossible for lack of 
political will. If the deal remains intact beyond 
the upcoming biennium (a major uncertainty), 
the state will have moved from providing 38% 
of Texas public schools’ direct financial sup¬ 
port up to 45% - not a historical high-water 
mark, but a substantial improvement. 

Simultaneously, the state will impose 
on local jurisdictions - cities and counties 
as well as schools - caps on property tax 
revenue increases, essentially forcing those 
entities to go to the voters to make major 
increases to their budgets. (The havoc that 
engenders will be felt on another day.) Public 
pressure on both fronts - taxes and schools 
- had reached a point that the two issues 
became intertwined, and the Lege couldn’t 
fix one without also addressing the other. 
Moreover, the prospect of a competitive 
2020 election meant the GOP majority could 


School Finance: Baby Steps! 

On Saturday, the House and Senate each 
gave their final approval to HB 3 and its 
$6.5 billion investment in the state’s K-12 
system, providing pay raises to most school 
employees, additional resources to help edu¬ 
cate the state’s most vulnerable students, 
and funding for districts that want to imple¬ 
ment merit pay programs for teachers. 

HB 3’s $5.1 billion property tax buydown, 
designed to appease Republicans who would 
never support simply spending more on 
essential government services, helped the 
package pass unanimously in both cham¬ 
bers, and lawmakers from both parties 
insisted the historic investment in Texas 
public schools would be transformative. 

Whether school employees will be satisfied 
with their likely modest pay increases 
remains to be seen, but students should see 
a real impact. One of HB 3’s big accomplish¬ 
ments is state funding for full-day, high-quality 
pre-K for low-income students. Education 
experts widely agree that early childhood 
education can make a profound impact in the 
future lives of young students; even districts 
that already fund such programs (like Austin 
ISD) will benefit from the new state dollars 
so they can reinvest the money they are 
currently using for pre-K elsewhere. 

The bill also updates funding formulas to 
provide more assistance for low-income stu¬ 
dents and students with dyslexia. Districts 
have new incentives to implement or expand 
dual-language programs, helping both 
English-language learners and those acquir¬ 
ing other languages. And the property tax 
provisions of HB 3 are designed to mitigate 
the crippling burden the state’s recapture 
funding mechanism can have on property- 
wealthy school districts. 

Before the bill passed either chamber, 
lawmakers were looking to 2021 and how 
to consolidate the funding gains made this 
session. In two years, recapture payments 
made by districts such as AISD will have 
risen back to today’s levels, and the addi¬ 
tional dollars injected into the education 
system will need to come from a new, sus¬ 
tainable source of revenue - something law¬ 
makers were unable to accomplish this ses¬ 
sion, opting instead to close the gap with 
rainy day funds. One of the key architects 
of the package, Rep. Diego Bernal, D-San 
Antonio, is already thinking of how to ensure 
the needed funding is there when the Lege 
returns. “We’re watching with anticipation 
and excitement, because we’re doing what 
we think will produce the best results,” 
Bernal told the Chronicle. “And I believe that 
we can put our best minds to work early to 
ensure that there is no loss in funding, and 
that we can come up with solutions to get us 
through the next biennium.”

Making History for LGBTQ Rights 

The charge against queer and trans Texans 
this session was once again framed in terms 
of “religious liberty,” with many bills - includ¬ 
ing Senate Bill 1978, which will become law 
- stemming from Project Blitz, described 
by Equality Texas and Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State as a “nation¬ 
al far-right initiative” to “redefine religious lib¬ 
erty” laws to “justify discrimination” against 
LGBTQ communities and others. According to 
EQTX, SB 1978 author Sen. Bryan Hughes, 
R-Mineola (along with Rep. Matt Krause, R-Ft. 
Worth, author of the House companion bill) 
borrowed not just strategy, but actual text 
from Project Blitz for the measure banning 
government entities from penalizing people 
or businesses who’ve donated to or are affili¬ 
ated with a religious organization, even if 
those groups are known to have discriminato¬ 
ry practices. Nicknamed by its supporters the 


#SaveChickFilA bill, SB 1978 garnered 
attention and momentum after San Antonio 
refused to let the fast food chain open a loca¬ 
tion at the city’s airport due to its well-docu¬ 
mented relationship with anti-LGBTQ organi¬ 
zations. Though it did shrink in its impact on 
its way through the Lege, the surviving bill 
still threatens LGBTQ rights while shielding 
those who discriminate. 

The Senate’s loudest anti-LGBTQ voice, Lt. 
Gov. Dan Patrick, also fought to strip Texas 
cities of their nondiscrimination ordinances 
via local preemption bills filed by Sen. 
Brandon Creighton, R-Conroe. After the 
House State Affairs Committee restored 
NDO-preserving language, those measures 
stalled and died; advocates believe Patrick 
was unwilling to move the bills with the 
retained queer and trans protections. 

But not all queer history-making at the 
Capitol this year was bad. Offering a glimmer 



of hope, five out women - including three 
rookies - banded together to form the 
House’s first-ever LGBTQ Caucus. On May 9, 
Reps. Mary Gonzalez, D-EI Paso; Celia Israel, 
D-Austin; Jessica Gonzalez, D-Dallas; Julie 
Johnson, D-Carrollton; and Erin Zwiener, 
D-Driftwood, marked their first major 
victory by killing Krause’s version of the 
#SaveChickFilA bill. Though they couldn’t 
stop SB 1978, the five women, supported by 
nearly 20 allies who joined their caucus, gave 
some of the fiercest speeches ever offered 
on the House floor. On May 20, acknowledg¬ 
ing the bill would move forward, Israel told 
her colleagues: “You may not think you are 
hurting Texas children today with this bill, but 
you are ... the genesis and nexus of this bill 
are in hatred.” - Sarah Marloff 
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Little Help for Women’s Health 

When it was reported in 2016 that Texas 
suffers from the highest rate of maternal 
deaths in the country, both sides of the aisle 
seemed rattled and ready to fix a glaring prob¬ 
lem. Yet, as the dust settles upon the 86th 
Texas Legislature, lawmakers have done little. 
HB 744 by Rep. Toni Rose, D-Dallas, sought 
to enact the top recommendation of the 
state’s Maternal Mortality and Morbidity Task 
Force: extending Medicaid coverage to new 
moms from two months to one year, as the 
majority of postpartum deaths following birth 
would have been preventable if coverage were 
extended. (A study from Georgetown University 
indicates that women of childbearing age in 
Texas are twice as likely to be uninsured as 
the national average.) While the House waved 
the measure through, it faltered at the more 
conservative Senate’s door. Both houses also 
turned back various efforts, including from 
Austin Democratic Reps. Celia Israel and John 
Bucy, to expand Medicaid more broadly for 
the 1.1 million Texans who would be covered 
if the state had done so as envisioned (and 
funded) by the federal Affordable Care Act. 

“There is no reason why Texas, with all its 
resources and all its revenue, should lead 
the nation in the number of uninsured resi¬ 
dents,” said Rep. Ron Reynolds, D-Missouri 
City, speaking at a Capitol conference held by 
the Afiya Center, a reproductive health advo¬ 
cacy group geared toward black women, 
during the final days of session. “People are 
dying every day, and that should be repulsive 
to anybody with a heart or compassion for 
human life. Lives could literally be saved if 
we [expanded Medicaid] in Texas.” 


The Lege, however, did prioritize restricting 
women’s reproductive rights, as it always 
does. In the process, they thwarted access 
to basic preventive women’s health care, 
including cancer screenings, HIV and STI 
tests, and birth control, for the more than 
5,000 low-income patients who visit Austin’s 
Eastside Planned Parenthood clinic each year. 
Leased from the city for a nominal fee, the 
center has provided critical services to the 
community for more than four decades. 

SB 22 by Sen. Donna Campbell, R-New 
Braunfels, bars any “resource transaction” 
between a local government and abortion 
provider or affiliate. It also threatens local 
health care partnerships, like Zika support 
and teen pregnancy education, across the 
state. Backers claim SB 22 stops cities from 
“subsidizing” the “abortion industry,” though 
the PP clinic does not offer abortion care, 
and no tax dollars are spent anywhere in 
Texas on abortion care. 

Though more draconian efforts to outlaw 
and criminalize abortion thankfully faded, the 
anti-choice camp did succeed in ushering 
through a “Born Alive Protection Act” - a 
legally redundant measure sparked by right- 
wing national hysteria over nonexistent 
“infanticide” and meant to stigmatize abor¬ 
tion doctors. HB 16, by Rep. Jeff Leach, 
R-Plano, criminalizes physicians who don’t 
care for babies born after an unsuccessful 
abortion - a situation that has never 
occurred in Texas, according to the state’s 
own health data. But as we saw throughout 
the session, when it comes to controlling 
women’s autonomy, facts don’t really matter.

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Odds and Ends 

Real Progress Against Sexual Assault: Rarely seen bipartisan support buoyed efforts to improve how the 
state handles sexual assault, supports survivors, and tracks cases within the criminal justice system. Of note, Rep. 
Donna Howard’s HB 1590, which passed both chambers unanimously, will create a Sexual Assault Survivors’ Task 
Force in the governor’s office to collect information from organizations and government agencies across Texas to 
analyze gaps and promote best practices. Also, the state’s statute of limitations for civil suits over sexual abuse 
has been extended to 30 years under HB 3809, and several new laws will create a statewide framework to better 
address rape on college campuses. And the biennial budget includes nearly $78 million earmarked for sexual 
assault issues, including funding rape crisis centers, expediting rape kit processing at the DPS forensics labs, 
analyzing assault prosecutions across justice agencies across the state, and establishing a telehealth center to 
allow rural areas more access to trained sexual assault nurse examiners... 

The South Will Not Rise Again! Efforts to make it more difficult for the state and its cities to do away with 
Confederate monuments didn’t succeed this session. After some tense moments in both Senate and House 
debate, measures to require a public vote, or supermajorities of the Legislature, to remove, relocate or alter such 
memorials - or in some cases to forbid their removal entirely - failed to make it through both chambers to Gov. 
Greg Abbott’s desk... 

Raise a Glass to Beer-to-Go: Craft brewers finally prevailed over their opponents in the big-beer wholesale 
market and gained the right - enjoyed by breweries in every other state - to sell their products directly to the 
public at their facilities, as wineries and distilleries and (of course) brewpubs already can. Beer-to-Go survived 
the late-session twisting and turning of must-pass Sunset review legislation for the Texas Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission (HB 1545), but another long-sought liberalization of the state’s whacked-out liquor laws - allowing 
beer and wine sales at 10am, rather than noon, on Sundays - did not. 


Rare Wins for Workers’ Rights 

From the outset of the 86th Texas Legis¬ 
lature, Republican lawmakers, backed by 
Abbott and Patrick, trained their blazing guns 
on local control to punish grassroots prog¬ 
ress at the municipal level, continuing a 
trend set in 2017. Brandon Creighton’s origi¬ 
nal sweeping omnibus bill, SB 15, would 
have undone such local worker protections 
as Austin’s “ban the box” fair-chance hiring 
ordinance, which prohibits employers from 
inquiring about applicants’ criminal histories 
up front, or mandatory scheduling require¬ 
ments, which guarantee 10-minute breaks 
for construction workers for every four hours 
on the job. The bill also voided local require¬ 
ments for certain employee benefits, includ¬ 
ing life and dental insurance and, most 
notably, paid sick leave, adopted in Austin, 
Dallas, and San Antonio. Austin City Council 
Member Greg Casar, the local champion of 
most of these measures, made the case 
against SB 15 at the Capitol along with a 
number of Austin businesses. Creighton 
later split the package into four separate 
bills that withered after being amended to 
protect local nondiscrimination ordinances, 
despite the backing of Abbott, Patrick, busi¬ 
ness leaders, and the right-wing think-tank¬ 
ers at the powerful Texas Public Policy 
Foundation. This provided a rare win under 
the dome for local control and the peo¬ 
ple-powered social and economic justice 
movements that propelled those local ordi¬ 
nances to victory. - M.T. 

Whitley Sinks, Voting Rights Don’t 

The legislative session kicked off under the 
cloud of an attack on voting rights. In January, 
newly appointed Secretary of State David 
Whitley, a longtime aide to Abbott, initiated 


a statewide purge of voter rolls, claiming they 
contained nearly 100,000 potential nonciti¬ 
zens, more than half of whom had actually 
cast ballots. While the GOP noise machine, 
up to and including President Trump, cranked 
up its voter-fraud sirens, it turned out that 
Whitley’s list was deeply flawed, with many 
of the voters in question being naturalized 
citizens. Three lawsuits were filed against 
Whitley and other state officials over what 
was seen as a discriminatory maneuver 
meant to intimidate minority voters in what 
has become a Texas tradition. Throughout 
the session, Abbott’s nomination of Whitley 
as SoS awaited confirmation by the Senate, 
which required a two-thirds majority that 
would have to include some Democrats, all 
12 of whom stood united to block Whitley’s 
path. In the end, the nomination never made 
it to the floor of the full Senate, and the 
embattled SoS resigned his post in the final 
hours of the session. 

Meanwhile, voting rights advocates shifted 
their attention to another attack - SB 9, 
again from Bryan Hughes - which would have 
criminalized innocuous mistakes on voter 
forms as state jail felonies with prison time 
and fines of up to $10,000. This “election 
integrity” measure would also have added 
barriers to assisting elderly or disabled vot¬ 
ers at the polls and given Attorney General 
Ken Paxton, himself under felony indictment, 
direct access to state voter rolls. Civil rights 
groups slammed SB 9 as one of the harsh¬ 
est voter suppression bills in the country; 
more than 200 citizens signed up to testify 
against it at the House Elections Committee, 
with nearly 8,000 signing a petition against 
it. The overwhelming opposition and organiz¬ 
ing paid off, as SB 9 died before making it to 
the House floor. - M.T. 












On Cannabis, 2 out of 3 

As was the case on many policy fronts this 
session, the 86th Texas Legislature failed 
to bring the state into the 21st century on 
cannabis regulation, but did make its largest 
strides in years toward the American main¬ 
stream. In a breakthrough that’s literally 
taken decades to achieve, HB 1325 legalizes 
the cultivation of industrial hemp, bringing 
Texas in line with 40 other states and federal 
law that already allow for production of crops 
and products (such as CBD oils) that contain 
less than 0.3% THC, the psychoactive compo¬ 
nent of marijuana. The freedom-to-farm bill by 
veteran Rep. Tracy King, D-Batesville, enjoyed 
backing from both prom¬ 
inent cannabis advo¬ 
cates (Willie Nelson) 
and conservatives, 
such as Agriculture 
Commissioner Sid 
Miller, who remain firmly 
opposed to legal recre¬ 
ational marijuana; if HB 
1325 is signed into law 
by Gov. Abbott, Miller’s 
agency will make new 
rules governing hemp 
production in Texas. 

In another example 
of conservative mellow¬ 
ing toward long-sought 
reforms, the use of can¬ 
nabis in health care will 
(upon Abbott’s signa¬ 
ture) be legalized for 
a new range of condi¬ 
tions, as HB 3703 by 
Rep. Stephanie Klick, 

R-North Richland Hills, 
builds on Texas’ highly 
restrictive 2015 
Compassionate Use Act 
and creates a bona fide 
medical marijuana pro¬ 
gram for patients with 
epilepsy, multiple scle¬ 
rosis, ALS, terminal 
cancer, autism, or other 
seizure disorders and neurodegenerative 
diseases. The measure still stops short of 
legalizing cannabis treatment for brain inju¬ 
ries and mental health conditions such as 
PTSD, as Klick (an R.N.) and Sen. Donna 
Campbell, R-New Braunfels (an M.D.) 
steered the bill along a narrow path between 
pro-liberalization Democrats and conserva¬ 
tive GOP lawmakers fearing outbreaks of 
reefer madness. 

To that end, the third major goal sought by 
reformers this session - actual decriminaliza¬ 
tion of low-level possession - went unattained, 
even though the Republican Party of Texas’ 
platform supports it. The primary vehicle for 
penalty reduction, HB 63 by Rep. Joe Moody, 


D-EI Paso, prevailed in the House amid lively 
debate after it was dialed back to minimize, 
but not eliminate, criminal charges for pos¬ 
session of small amounts of weed. Even so, 
Dan Patrick stood firm in his commitment to 
not let any such hippie nonsense stain the 
floor of his Senate, and Texans will wait for 
reform for at least another biennium.

Standing Still on Justice Reform 

The Lege’s failure to relax legal penalties 
on cannabis possession reflected its general 
hideboundness on criminal justice reform, 
even as President Trump, the TPPF, and 
other conservatives 
have embraced (or at 
least want credit for) 
common-sense changes 
with broad support. As 
one example, reformers 
from both parties tried 
until the last hours of 
the session to limit 
arrests for misdemean¬ 
ors that are only pun¬ 
ished in the Penal 
Code by a fine - such 
as the moving violation 
for which Sandra Bland 
was brought to the 
Waller County jail where 
she died in 2015 - 
only to be thwarted by 
implacable opposition 
from police unions and 
Senate conservatives. 
Similarly, measures to 
reduce the onerous 
burden of cash bail 
-o (found unconstitutional 
1 by federal judges in 
° Dallas and Houston) 

* and to restrict the 
| death penalty for defen- 
| dants with intellectual 
| disabilities or severe 
| mental illness (as in 
the cases of Texas 
death row inmates Bobby Moore and Scott 
Panetti, respectively) faltered before Monday’s 
finish line. 

Here as elsewhere, though, was good news 
to be seen. Long-overdue measures to make 
it easier for Texans with criminal convictions 
to obtain occupational licenses from the 
state; to finally abolish the failed Driver 
Responsibility Program that’s taken away 
the driver’s licenses of more than a million 
Texans for the crime of being poor; and to 
improve the treatment of women at many 
points within the criminal justice system (from 
pretrial diversion for prostitution to helping 
mothers with postpartum opioid disorders) 
all made it to Gov. Abbott’s desk. 



Of course, it wouldn’t be the Texas Legis¬ 
lature without some jaw-dropping gymnastics 
to appease the state’s excitable gun owners. 
While the push for no-permit “constitutional 
carry” got derailed by its own advocates’ 
threatening behavior toward Speaker Bonnen 
and other lawmakers, the Senate did find 
time in the waning hours of the session to 
make it legal for gun holders to open-carry 
without a license in the week following a nat¬ 
ural disaster declaration. Though the bill’s 
Senate sponsor, Brandon Creighton, bewailed 
the heartlessness of asking disaster victims 
to “make another sacrifice” and put down 
their weapons when all hell has broken 
loose, three of his GOP colleagues could not 
abide this foolishness and joined the Dems 
in opposition, which still allowed the bill to 
squeak through by one vote. - M.C.M. 

Slow Gains for the Environment 

While the 86th was not a halcyon session 
for environmental progress - no surprise, 
alas, in Texas - there was indeed some limit¬ 
ed improvement. The Texas Emissions Reduc¬ 
tion Program (presuming the governor’s sig¬ 
nature pen is in working order) was put on a 
permanent footing: continuation of the cur¬ 
rent fund (about $77 million/year, via HB 1) 
and soon a trust fund (HB 3745) to be 
administered by the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality (meaning more long¬ 
term money) for projects to improve air quali¬ 
ty, particularly as related to transportation. 
There’s also new funding for parks and wild¬ 
life, and for Railroad Commission inspection 
of solid waste sites and wellheads. 

Although literally years late, under the supple¬ 
mental appropriations bill (SB 500) money was 
finally designated for Hurricane Harvey recon¬ 
struction ($1.7 billion in rainy day money), and 
SB 7, addressing infrastructure, was amended 
to include “nature-based” strategies (e.g., wet¬ 
land restoration). At the Lege, hindsight rules - 
rather than acknowledge that changing climate 
conditions are creating weather disasters, 
officials are grudgingly funding post-flooding 
repairs. Nearly a dozen bills were introduced 
to “study” the effects of climate change - 
not one received a committee hearing. 

The oil and gas industry “own the Capitol 
building,” said Robin Schneider of Texas 
Campaign for the Environment, speaking of 
the lobby’s success in blocking environmental 
progress. One bill, HB 3557, caused particu¬ 
lar anger among activists: It will criminalize 
even peaceful nonviolent action against 
industry projects (e.g., pipelines), imposing 
state jail felonies for “impairing or interrupt¬ 
ing” operations. (Opponents have already 
announced court challenges on First 
Amendment grounds.) Overall, said Adrian 
Shelley of Public Citizen, the Lege continues 
to value “corporate interests over the health 
and safety of Texans.” - M.K.

Birds of a Feather 

A new generation of dancers takes wing with the “Bird 
Dream Dances and Songs” created by Heloise Gold

Picture a nest, with a mother bird feeding 
three younger ones. Only she has no worms 
or bugs in her beak. Rather, she is filling 
them with the calls and movements of her 
avian experience, the essence of what it is 
to be a bird. And the birds with her aren’t 
hatchlings. They long ago left their own 
nests and spread their wings. But they’re 
here to be taught by this bird. 

Replace “nest” with “studio” and “bird” 
with “dancer,” and you have what’s happen¬ 
ing with choreographic treasure Heloise 
Gold and three talented colleagues: Rosalyn 
Nasky, Kelly Hasandras, and Kelsey Oliver. 
In collaborating with Gold on Bird Bath & 
Beyond, running May 30-June 2 at Austin 
Scottish Rite Theater, Nasky, Hasandras, 
and Oliver are learning the essence of what 
it is to be a bird - really, many birds - from 
Gold, who’s been developing a personal 
body of work in that vein for four decades. 

Gold’s “Bird Dream Dances and Songs” 
began, true to the name, with a dream. Not 
long after Gold relocated to Austin from 
New York City in 1978, finding a place in the 
modern dance scene with the Deborah Hay 
Dance Company, she dreamt she was told to 
create a book of bird dances and songs. 


“The book would be a project that would 
last for the rest of my life,” Gold said in a 
1982 interview. She embraced the idea and 
began taking greater notice of birds, watch¬ 
ing them and talking to them, and then she 
started making dances about them. She 
started the “book” as a journal in which she 
kept notes about specific movements she 
created, with information about the season, 
weather, and astrological positions when 
each dance was made. By January ’82, Gold 
had 15 bird dances, and she debuted them 
in a show at the old Rome Inn space at 29th 
and Rio Grande (now Texas French Bread). 
But her dances with birds didn’t stop there. 

“I made an informal commitment to 
myself, way back when, that I would keep 
developing and returning to this body of 
work,” she says, and she’s made good on the 
promise. The dances have had various iter¬ 
ations and performance settings, but the 
birds have remained part of her work, and 
they’ve flown to Houston, Santa Fe, Toronto, 
New York, the UK, and Switzerland. 

Now, listen for a grackle call, as insistent 
and piercing as what’s heard outside the 


H-E-B at sunset. Only it isn’t coming out of 
any inky, shrieking avian. It’s emanating 
from stereo speakers, human mouths, and a 
mix of drums, conch shells, rattles, and a 
flute - some actual recorded grackles, and 
some a human-concocted essence of a 
grackle call. 

Replace the lowercase “g” and “c” with 
uppercase letters, and you have the multi¬ 
disciplinary project that sound artist Steve 
Parker created for Fusebox in 2018. It was 
only natural that a salute to Austin’s noisi¬ 
est bird would include an artist who’d spent 
her life making bird dances. Gold made a 
solo just for Grackle Call, which people had 
to view through binoculars. One birdwatch¬ 
er who saw Gold’s solo was Andrea Mellard, 
director of public programs and community 
engagement for the Contemporary Austin, 
who asked Gold to per¬ 
form her expanded rep¬ 
ertoire of bird dances for 
a museum fundraiser. 

That gave Gold an idea. 

“I invited Rosalyn 
Nasky to join me,” she 
says. “It was a perfect 
opportunity to teach and 
share these dances with 
her - something we had 
both talked about for a 
while but hadn’t gotten 
around to. We had a blast 
doing it. She initially 
said that maybe she 
would just do the move¬ 
ments. She wasn’t sure 
she could pull off the 
calls. In our first rehears¬ 
al, she was yakking 
away along with me! So 
we created a duet. We were both inspired, 
and that’s when I decided to ask some oth¬ 
ers to join us.” 

After bringing in Natalie George, her pro¬ 
ducing partner in Gold n’ George ( There Is 
No Such Thing as a Single Stripe, 1000 
Forest Gorillas in Kansas ), and brainstorm¬ 
ing about potential collaborators, Gold had 
a trio of birds: Nasky, Hasandras, and Oliver. 
“Each of these dancers has her own strong, 
unique, imaginative, and fabulous perfor¬ 
mance qualities,” she says, “each a rare bird 
in her own right!” 

Picture three women trying to be birds. 
It may sound as easy as a playground 
game, but Nasky notes that Gold’s “bird 


dance repertoire is expertly crafted,” so 
becoming her birds required effort - the 
effort of skilled movement artists. But 
Nasky is quick to credit Gold for her gener¬ 
osity in sharing this personal work. “Her 
teaching it to me and the other dancers has 
felt kind, natural, and joyful. She is won¬ 
derfully meticulous about the details of her 
bird dances, yet at the same time wonder¬ 
fully open and playful in the present 
moment of collaboration. It has been an 
absolute honor to learn from the incompa¬ 
rable Heloise Gold.” 

The dancers recognize that they are being 
entrusted with something special in the 
“Bird Dream Dances and Songs.” Hasandras 
speaks of choreography being handed down 
from generation to generation through 
dancers: “There is no book or script with 
stage directions. The 
work is literally passed 
down from people. It’s 
incredibly special. 
Heloise is a pillar of the 
dance community in 
Austin and the nation, 
and to carry on her lega¬ 
cy is very important.” 

Preserving a legacy 
wasn’t why Gold initiat¬ 
ed Bird Bath & Beyond. 
It had more to do with 
her pleasure in sharing 
this 40-year-old body of 
work. “The surprise and 
delight for me is seeing 
how each [dancer] exe¬ 
cutes this very specific 
series of movements and 
calls [with] each so indi¬ 
vidual in their expres¬ 
sion and interpretation. As the process has 
unfolded, I realized that, yes, I am passing 
on a very personal repertoire to a younger 
group of dancers. It’s a repertoire that has 
always had an ongoing life, and now, once 
again, the piece is alive and changing. What 
is new and what emerges is as important to 
me as what remains intact.” 

Picture a nest, with four birds flying and 
singing in ways that are the same, yet dif¬ 
ferent. And picture yourself in the midst of 
them, watching the old become new. ■

Regional Haunts 

In Heidi Pitre’s solo exhibit, the South will rise again - 
not unlike a puckish zombie made of cultural 
memories and witchy girlparts

It seems unfair, not unlike so many things 
in this life, that Heidi Pitre has seen that one 
Kubrick movie that no one else has ever 
been allowed to see, the one about 
the series of murders in a small 
Mississippi town, the reels of which 
film have been sitting in the Kubrick 
estate, stashed among boxes of 
carefully labeled archives in one of the 
large rooms reserved for stor¬ 
age in Childwickbury Manor. 

But that explains Pitre’s 
rendition of what must be a 
single shot from that movie: 
a mother and daughter walk¬ 
ing through the aisles of a 
Winn-Dixie, pushing a cart 
and heading for the butcher’s 
department, the barefoot 
kiddo holding a red Popsicle, letting it 
dangle and shed its bloodlike drops to the 
shining tiles, the mother’s feet snug in fine 


black shoes with skinny, three-inch heels. 
This is shot from behind, from a perspective 
almost level with the floor, and it would be 
another iconic image of cinema, indeli¬ 
ble in the worldmind of pop culture, if 
only Kubrick had released the film, 
if only his widow Christiane would 
allow access. 

Pitre calls this painting 
fresh MEAT, and it’s oils 
on panel, 36 by 24 inches, 
currently displayed at the 
Butridge Gallery in the front 
lobby of the Dougherty Arts 
Center. It’s part of Pitre’s 
“Southern Peculiar” show, the 
components of which flood 
an array of paintings and 
charcoal drawings across the 
familiar Butridge walls, providing an exposure 
of Southern anthropology via the artist’s par¬ 
ticular (thoroughly native) perspective.

You want to know what it’s like to live in the 
Southeastern part of this country, existing as 
part of the populace and its tradition- 
saturated haunts and happinesses, its habits 
and harrowings? Well, you’ll have to actually 
live there for that. But this show of Pitre’s, with 
its illustrations of quotidian kinks and portraits 
of ordinary people in their personal dramedies, 
might at least make you briefly feel what it’s 
like to live there. Walk around the gallery and 
look closely at the realist images the artist 
has rendered with charcoal on vintage flash- 
cards, scrutinize the denizens of her many 
well-wrought oils until a sufficient amount of 
symbology sparks a deeper understanding: 


You might get the sensation of Eudora Welty 
whispering in your ear and even touching you 
in places no ghost should put its hand. 

Yes, yes, of course there’s no missing 
Kubrick movie - at least not the one described 
above. And anyway that fresh MEAT scene 
might be in a Piggly Wiggly instead of a 
Winn-Dixie? So, yes, this “Southern Peculiar” 
show is all and only Heidi Pitre - if you don’t 
count all the phantoms of cultural memory, 
sometimes giggling, that haunt the framed 
edges of its apprehension. And, tell you what, 
friend: It’s a worthwhile experience provided 
by an exceptional, delightfully region-riddled 
talent.

I can’t recall the first book I was allowed to check out of the 
library on my own and so was able to sign the library card myself- 
Poe’s The Gold-Bug and Other Tales ? Heinlein’s Farmer in the Sky ? 
- but I should, given what a potent rite of passage it was for a 
budding bibliophile. Prior to that, printing my name was something 
I had done only on school assignments. Now, here I was commit¬ 
ting it to a public document as a promise that I would safely return 
this item from the city’s literary collection by - stamp! - the date 
set down by the librarian in permanent ink beside my name. In 
return, the municipal government would entrust me with its prop¬ 
erty - an adult-sized responsibility for a 7-year-old. Moreover, in 
that first act of affixing my signature to that card, I was joining the 
vast fellowship of readers who had long engaged in this exchange 
to obtain temporary custody of books. And not just that larger 
fellowship, but the smaller one, the near-secret society of those 
readers in this town who had also checked out this volume by 
Poe or Heinlein, the ones whose names preceded mine on the 
library card, who had taken the book and made good on the 
card’s promise by returning it so I might now have it. All that 
was bound up in those 3 by 5 inch white cards with the blue 
lines, tucked snugly in their manila pockets. 

Library cards are largely a thing of the past now, made rel¬ 
ics by the rise of electronic circulation methods. But for library 
patrons of a certain age, they exert a powerful pull the way vinyl 
records do in the age of Spotify: They’re the physical objects 
that we handled, that we had a tactile connection to, in a cul¬ 
tural ritual. Remove the record from its sleeve, place it on the 
turntable, set the needle down, play. Take the library book to the 
circulation desk, sign the card, have it stamped, take the book

home, read. Seeing the object is enough to evoke the feel of the 
ritual and a nostalgia for the past that it belonged to - something 
artist Heidi Pitre has clearly experienced, since she was inspired 
to rescue dozens of used library cards and give them a new pur¬ 
pose. They’re the canvases for a series of pen-and-watercolor 
drawings that pay visual tribute to the books these cards were 
once attached to. And yet, they’re more than that, because Pitre 
has taken care to leave the historical record of the cards - the 
patron signatures and dates for return - visible so the viewer may 
appreciate the story of the books’ use within the libraries, such 
as, say, the 24-year gap between the only two readers to check 
out Robert Penn Warren’s All the King’s Men or the dozen who 
raced to check out Margaret Atwood’s The Handmaid’s Tale over 
five months in 1986. Names, dates, and places all figure into the 
significance of these card artworks, with Pitre’s finely rendered 
images - realistic portraits of the books’ subjects or authors or 
objects in the books, full of delicate cross-hatching and stippling 
- providing illustrative complements to the cards’ histories. 

Not surprisingly, the portraits communicate the most soul¬ 
fulness. Pitre has a feel for emotional expression: a brooding 
James Dean as Jett Rink, a melancholic Langston Hughes, a sur¬ 
prised Bela Lugosi as Dracula. There’s an intimacy in her faces 
that builds on the intimacy of the show, created by these small 
works being shown in a small room at the Elisabet Ney Museum. 
You’re forced to get close to the artworks, as close as you have 
to get to a book when you’re reading it, and to pay a like kind of 
attention. You may not leave “Heidi Pitre: A Permanent Record” 
with the exact feeling you would from reading a book, but its con¬ 
nection to books is so strong that you may want to go buy one 
as soon as you can. Or maybe borrow one from a library.

Palmilla Beach Golf Club in Port Aransas took lemons 
handed to it by Hurricane Harvey and made lemonade. 

The only golf course on Mustang Island was hammered by the 
storm in 2017. Debris and saltwater covered much of the 18-hole 
course. Although the resort’s vacation homes sustained some 
damage, the golf course was heavily damaged. 

Management decided to close the front nine holes, except for 
a new driving range, and concentrated their reconstruction efforts 
on what had been the back nine. They rebuilt the protective dunes 
and carved out a new, links-style course. Salt-tolerant grasses give 
the fairways a lush surface while making for ideal putting greens. 

“The course is fast, fun, and the best surfaces you’ll find on 
any coastal golf course in Texas,” says Bradley Boyd, the club’s 
director and teaching pro. 

The course welcomes golfers of all skill levels and can be played 
in less than two hours. The rolling fairways are generally wide 
enough to be forgiving, and the greens are pool-table smooth. 

Holes 4 and 5 are true links style with the Gulf waters visible. 
The course’s signature hole, number 5, is one of the most beauti¬ 
ful and fun to play, with the pin hidden behind weed-covered 
dunes that protrude into the fairway. 

Palmilla Beach Golf Club is a short distance south of downtown 
Port Aransas on Highway 361. Green fees start at $40. The 
course also rents golf boards, which add a surfing feel to the 


game. An overnight stay at Palmilla Beach offers luxury guest services 
and beach access. The clubhouse’s Black Marlin Bar & Grill is 
an excellent dining choice whether or not you’re playing or staying 
at Palmilla Beach.

This Is Texas 
Territory 

What makes our wine 100% Texan

For the second time this decade, Texas 
lawmakers are fighting to ensure that wine¬ 
makers laying claim to the state’s name are 
using only 100% Texas grapes. Currently, 
Texas and 45 other states require that 75% 
of the grapes are grown in-state, and state 
Rep. John Kuempel, R-Seguin, brought 
House Bill 4233, pending in committee 
since April, to the floor to examine 
grape-growing nuances across our large 
state. To understand why questions regard¬ 
ing Texas’ unique terroir are being dis¬ 
cussed within the state 
Legislature, let’s have a 
brief history lesson. 

Many assume that 
Texas wine is a budding 
industry with the first 
vines taking root in the 
mid-1970s, but that’s 
because they aren’t look¬ 
ing back far enough. 

Four hundred years 
ago, Spanish missionaries 
planted the first vines in 
West Texas’ arid expanses, 
hoping to bring the nectar 
of the gods to their new 
settlement. In the 19th century, the Lone 
Star State’s phylloxera-resistant rootstock 
almost single-handedly saved the French 
wine industry when aphids (grape phylloxe¬ 
ra) killed 70% of France’s grapevines during 
the Great French Wine Blight. Although 
those vines didn’t continue producing into 
the 21st century - thanks, Prohibition - 
Texas’ new vine crops are slowly blossom¬ 
ing into head-turning grape juice that is 
winning awards across the globe. 

That’s not to say there haven’t been 
struggles. When wine production first 
came back to the state, farmers began 
planting the varietals demanded by con¬ 
sumers, according to Jason Hisaw, Texas 
portfolio manager at the Republic National 
Distributing Company. That meant Char- 
donnays and Pinot Noirs, which are 


cold-weather varietals bred for cool nights 
and long ripening seasons - a climate not 
exactly characteristic of Texas. Unsurpris¬ 
ingly, the result was astringent, flat wines 
that earned an unfavorable reputation as 
more suited for a spittoon than a crystal 
glass. Vintners persevered past their first 
lip-puckering attempts, branching out to 
include warm-weather plants like tempra- 
nillo, grenache, syrah, and aglianico. “The 
grapes we’ve seen more success with have 
been [from] Mediterranean, warmer cli¬ 
mate parts of Europe ... 
southern Italy, coastal 
Italy, Portugal, some 
[parts of] Spain,” shared 
Mark Sayre, service 
director for McGuire 
Moorman Hospitality. 

All the while, though, 
Chardonnays and Pinot g 
Noirs continued to thrive ^ 
in adjacent vineyards, § 
eventually becoming, < 
well, drinkable. So what is m 
it about Texas soils that ° 
transformed varietals 
from all climes into hardy, 
weather-tolerant plants? 

“Vines that we use for making wines 
belong to one species, Vitis vinifera , origi¬ 
nally from a place on Earth that is actually 
as hot as Central Texas. That would be the 
Middle East,” said Sergio Cuadra, director 
of winemaking at Fall Creek Vineyards. 
Cuadra explained that, genetically speak¬ 
ing, Texas is an ideal climate for all wine 
grape varietals, and the genetics that adapt¬ 
ed wine vines to a punishingly hot climate 
still reside in modern vine cells. The result 
is that, after a season or two, those heat- 
resistant genes - heat-shock proteins - 
wake up, get to work, and produce new 
growth that ripens instead of withers under 
the Texas sun. Thanks to Mother Nature’s 


magic, Texas winemakers are now produc¬ 
ing “world class” Sauvignon Blancs, Chenin 
Blancs, and Chardonnays. That’s not to say 
that a chenin blanc or a tempranillo pro¬ 
duced in Texas is going to elicit the same 
qualities as the same grapes grown in other 
regions of the world. Each vineyard, accord¬ 
ing to Sayre, produces grapes that are a 
snapshot of the season and the soil. 

Texas has eight American Viticultural 
Areas (AVAs): Hill Country, High Plains, 
Texoma, Fredericksburg, Bell Mountain, 
Mesilla, Escondido, and the Davis Moun¬ 
tains. The two largest, Hill Country and 
High Plains, add up to 17 million acres, and 
within that surface area is an astonishing 
amount of soil variety, not to mention topog¬ 


raphies and weather patterns. “In the High 
Plains, there are 33 different soil types, and 
in the Hill Country there are 58 different 
soil types,” explained Hisaw. “In the High 
Plains, most of the soil is brought by wind, 
and most of the stuff in the Hill Country is 
by erosion.” 

The foundation of Texas terroir has so 
much variety and such a short modern wine 
production history that, as Cuadra explains, 
successfully planting in any Texas AVA 
takes a lot of care and a little bit of luck. 
From the nutrient-rich clay soils alongside 
rivers to the limestone and granite outcrop¬ 
pings at the crest of the hills, soils in the 
Hill Country can vary within as little as 30

TWO WILDLY DIFFERENT 
WITH LIGHTER OPTIONS 

The spices in Indian curry - garam masala, 
coriander, cumin, cardamom, ginger - stay in 
fashion all year long, regardless of what hell- 
storm or heat wave is brewing. It’s not all rice 
and potatoes and cream, after all. While the 
flavors of the “world’s largest democracy” (we 
hear you, Arundhati Roy!) are far too vast for 
any one menu to encompass, these two spots 
each offer their own spin on classic-but-lighter, 
summer-friendly fare. 

Yes, G’raj Mahal is on 
Rainey Street, and yes, it is 
always busy. But those perfect¬ 
ly puffed, adorable tamarind 
explosions, aka pani puri, are 
reason enough to brave the 
crowd. Factor in Indian-style 
buffalo rechaad wings, some 
papadum (gluten-free lentil wafers served 
with an assortment of chutneys), add some 
pickled mango to any dish, and you’ve made 
a solid meal before you even hit the mains. 

-o If you want the rice but not the dairy, their

£ curries have an almond cream option, but just 
^ go ahead and try out the non-cream-based 
1 chicken jalfrezi (ginger tomato sauce with 
! onions and bell peppers) or shrimp madrasi

| caloric party in your mouth. 


INDIAN FOOD SPOTS 


You might be under the impression that 
Taj Palace is skippable simply due to its 
Middle Fiskville locale and under-the-radar 
digs. But this recently renovated staple of 
almost 30 years is cozy and approachable, 
and the staff has its eye on tradition and 
elegance. They offer beautiful classics 
like tikka masala and several kulchas and 
parathas, but head straight to that charcoal- 
grilled tandoori specialties 
section! The chicken malai 
kebab features huge pieces 
of very tender and juicy mar¬ 
inated grilled meat served 
with onions and peppers, 
and the tandoori shrimp are 
barbecued and delicious; or 
go big and order the mixed 
grill with chicken tikka, boti kabab, seekh 
(minced lamb) kabab, and fish (mahi mahi) 
tikka. If there’s any room at all, they’ve 
got a solid gajar halwa (a carrot and nut 
delicacy, served warm) and plenty of other 
decadent desserts. It’s worth noting that 
this little restaurant is walking-distance from 
Galaxy Highland, AFS, Easy Tiger at the Line 
(post-dinner cocktail and pingpong), and, 
of course, the electric car charging station. 
There is really no need to sit in your Tesla 
and watch the world drive by.

paces. Locating what Cuadra calls “the 
sweet spot” can take trial and error, which 
unfortunately might mean several vintages 
before a grower can determine if they select¬ 
ed an ideal planting area. “Whenever a new 
wine region starts growing grapes ... every¬ 
body plants on whatever land they own,” 
Cuadra said. “But if it’s not good, they won’t 
know it until [after] several years of trying.” 
That’s the thing about wine: The amount of 
effort and labor put into the plants does not 
necessarily correlate with results. It all 
comes down to the question of terroir. 

With the final adjournment of the Legis¬ 
lature on May 27, HB 4233 reached a stale¬ 
mate, an echo of how similar legislation met 
defeat in 2017. For some winemakers, the 
draw is welcome. Cuadra believes that 
whether or not grapes are Texas-native is an 
important question, but one that should be 
answered within the industry and not at the 
state Legislature. Hisaw, however, explained, 
“I can understand both sides of it. I’m very 
cognizant that if Mother Nature were to rear 
her ugly head one day and have a giant frost 
or hailstorm and [wipe] out three-quarters of 
the crop in Texas, then where are we at?” 


The majority of wineries 
producing high-quality vintag¬ 
es are already using all-Texas 
grapes because of the distinc¬ 
tive characteristics that speak 
to the place and time they were 
grown. Sayre bolstered this 
argument, saying he would 
never consider putting a Texas 
wine with nonlocal grapes on a 
wine list, because once out-of- 
state bulk juice is blended into 
a bottle, it is no longer a pure 
representation of Texas. If 
Texas wines are going to com¬ 
pete on the same playing field 
as more established winegrow¬ 
ing regions, both Sayre and 
Cuadra explained, they need to 
be appreciated for their inher¬ 
ent strengths and respected 
for their idiosyncrasies. 

“I think that’s the only 
way we’re going to grow,” 
explained Sayre. “If people are 
looking for a singular experi¬ 
ence, why would you do any¬ 
thing else?” ■

MILES DAVIS: BIRTH OF THE COOL BRINGS THE 
JAZZ LEGEND’S LEGACY TO AFS DOC DAYS

The biographical documentary Miles Davis: 
Birth of the Cool features acclaimed filmmaker 
Stanley Nelson flattening the chronology and 
scope on the transformational genius’ legacy. 
Trending more societal than epistemological, 
the director manages 
to both impress the 
immense weight of Davis’ 
artistic contributions and 
accurately retrofit the 
trumpeter as a cultural 
radical, and peerless per¬ 
sonality cult figure. 

Already in contact with 
Davis’ family before filmmaking, Nelson had 
been pursuing a film about the St. Louis 
native for at least 15 years, according to 
co-producer Nicole London (Sammy Davis, Jr.: 
i’ve Gotta Be Me). In 2005, Nelson directed 
Sweet Honey in the Rock: Raise Your Voice for 
PBS’ American Masters series: With passion 
for Davis as a subject nevertheless burning in 
the MacArthur “Genius” Fellow and Peabody 


Award winner, he decided to call the show’s 
producers, who recently relaunched as the 
for-profit American Masters Pictures. Nelson 
explained, “We had kind of a new head there 
[executive producer Michael Kantor], and he 
said, ‘It’s funny you called 
me because I just talked 
to a company called Eagle 
Rock Entertainment in 
London, who are very 
interested in doing Miles 
Davis. ... I’ll see if I can 
put in half the money and 
they can put in the other 
half and we’ll get it done.’ It was just one of 
those weird, wonderful coincidences.” 

Given the magnitude of his influence, the 
film - named after a landmark 1957 compila¬ 
tion marking the tonal evolution of bebop into 
cool jazz - cannot be viewed as a comprehen¬ 
sive review of Davis. Nelson, however, threads 
the proverbial needle in hammering home the 
consequential moments, personalities, and

albums, creating what is now perhaps the 
preeminent overview of the horn blower’s 
colorful life. While a grand miniseries involv¬ 
ing Davis minutiae would be welcomed by 
jazz nerds worldwide, Nelson believes in effi¬ 
ciently drilling to the core - no wasted film. 
“Once you get to three, four hours,” he said, 
“where do you stop before you’re talking 
inside baseball?” 

The film’s unique feature is the facsimile of 
Davis’ signature rasp, via actor Carl Lumbly, 
who serves as Davis’ spirit and the film’s 
narrator. The former Alias actor’s involvement, 
and the use of Davis’ 1989 memoir Miles: 
The Autobiography as the script, arrived as 
“plan B,” as Nelson had initially wanted 
to use the real thing. However, there were 


intractable obstacles, one being that Davis 
could be a lousy one-on-one interview. The 
other? More technical. The filmmakers had 
access to the original tapes used for the 
autobiography, “which were the bulk of what 
we wanted to use,” said London. “We spent 
six months trying to work it out, but the 
quality was too poor.” 

In the well-considered portions that Nelson 
elects to use - from the groundbreaking com¬ 
position for Louis Malle’s 1958 film Elevator 
to the Gallows to his electric transition in 
1970 with Bitches Brew - he tethers where 
Davis stood philosophically (and even sartori¬ 
ally) during each period to a singular mood 
and usually, a singular woman. On his 
life-changing trip to Paris, the trumpeter

A woman walks down a busy street. You’ve 
seen people like her before. With a cigarette 
clamped between two fingers, she shambles 
down the sidewalk, awkwardly swaying as if 
dancing to a song only she can hear; having 
a conversation with herself as if there’s no 
one else to listen. She exists in her own 
world, like the subjects of Jeffrey Peixoto’s 
documentary Over the Rainbow, which 
explores the lives of Scientologists; their 
relationships, their idiosyncrasies, and their 
need for connection. But this isn’t really a 
movie about Scientology. “It’s really using 
Scientology as a lens to look at the world,” 
said Peixoto, a recipient of the Austin Film 
Society’s filmmaking grant. “I was most inter¬ 
ested in the human need that leads to Scien¬ 
tology or Christianity or internet communities 
or ...” He continued like this for a moment in 
a voice that’s quiet and deliberate, not unlike 
his documentary. “Or psychotherapy or yoga 
support groups or film societies ....”

screen Saturday at 5:30pm and Sunday at 
3:30pm, respectively). Peixoto said Austin 
and AFS were integral to the making of this 
documentary. “AFS has always been very 
supportive of me and my work,” he said. “It 
made a big difference really early on, before 
very many people were involved, to receive 
the AFS Grant.” 

His film is a meditative and occasionally 
jarring look at the daily lives of a handful of 
Scientologists, exploring their beliefs (like 
the ability to recall past lives) and their banal 
melodramas (such as familial disagree¬ 
ments). In recent years, there has been a 
proliferation of books, documentaries, and 
television docuseries about Scientology - the 
origins, its infamous founder, the dubious 
secrecy, and treatment (or lack thereof) of 
those with mental illness. Over the Rainbow 
trusts that, by now, the viewer is well-versed 
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was “treated as an equal” by the French and 
the Parisian culturati set, including the likes 
of Sartre and Picasso - not unlike fellow 
expat James Baldwin’s previously unrealistic 
hope to be “merely a Negro; or, even, merely 
a Negro writer.” 

On top of the unimaginable amount of rare 
instructive footage and testimonials from the 
jazz elite, what comes across as a through 
line in Birth of the Cool is Davis’ stringent 
emphasis on greatness. While the oft-narcis- 
sistic musician was nothing if not imperfect 
(which the film covers in detail), he demand¬ 
ed all other facets of his life consist of the 
highest grade - a rare quality for black men 
in his era, even the most gifted. “This is a 
guy who was not Louis Armstrong, you know, 
smiling and grinning, or Stepin Fetchit, Hattie 
McDaniel,” said Nelson. “Miles had this char¬ 
acteristic of insisting on the best - the best 
clothes, best cars, beautiful, classy women. 
He always insisted that he be treated in a 
first-class manner.” 

“Like [famed producer and musician] 
Quincy Jones says in the film, [Davis] wanted 
to be like Stravinsky. He wasn’t here to 
entertain you. It was, ‘We’re here for you to 
listen to the music that we put our hearts, 
minds, and souls into.’ And people listened. 
Miles was the epitome of that. He was 
something new.” ■

in the mechanisms of the religion. “With all 
the other media that had come out about 
this subject, nothing was really showing me 
what I wanted to see,” Peixoto explained. 
“So I eventually decided that I had to make 
that movie myself - the movie that I wanted 
to see.” In doing so, Peixoto hopes that he’s 
showing audiences “something that they had 
never seen before.” He may be right. 

Over the Rainbow is intimate, concerned 
more with the details of individuals’ relation¬ 
ships to their beliefs than with Scientology 
itself. Above all else, it humanizes the sub¬ 
jects in a way that other Scientology docu¬ 
mentaries have not. For Peixoto, the docu¬ 
mentary is something of a thesis, calling it 
“everything I have to say about religion and 
human need.” 

In spite of its intimacy, Peixoto believes 
that seeing Over the Rainbow on the biggest 
screen possible is crucial to the viewing 
experience. “I hope that [viewers] have anxi¬ 
ety attacks,” Peixoto says. When asked to 
expand upon that idea, Peixoto explained: 
“The movie is talking about Scientology and

The Souvenir Is 
Something to Cherish 

Joanna Hogg’s dreamlike memoir of 
love and loss in 1980s London

You never know you’re falling until it’s too 
late. In Joanna Hogg’s tender, terrible, heart¬ 
breaking love story The Souvenir, the fall 
starts gently enough, a drop so slight that 
you’ll never anticipate the sickening sense of 
plummeting weightlessness toward which it 
almost imperceptibly accelerates. 

In early 1980s London, Julie (Swinton 
Byrne) is the kind of bright young thing that 
would, in later years and lighter circumstances, 
be inseparable BFFs with Emma Thompson’s 
terribly chummy Maggie from 1992 univer¬ 
sity reunion comedy Peter's Friends (a sort 
of Return of the Secaucus Seven for wealthy 
Cambridge grads). But she has hazy ambitions 
of breaking out of her privileged world, where 
Mummy (Swinton, the perfect, brittle, aging 
mater, an Edwardian artifact so restrained 
that she verges on translucent) and Daddy will 
always be there with a few pounds and a nice 
home-cooked meal on the family estate. She 
arrives at film school with ambitions of making 
a narrative feature about unemployment around 
the shipyards of Sunderland. She thinks that’s 
the film to make because it’s socially import¬ 
ant, even as her lecturers politely warn her 
away from drowning in a topic about which she 
knows nothing. She is - as caught in a rather 
perfect musical stab - the kind of disconnect¬ 
ed young woman who would listen to Robert 
Wyatt’s ethereal, folksy cover of “Shipbuilding” 
over Elvis Costello’s jagged, smoke-drowned 
and more overtly political original. 

This is when she meets Anthony (Burke): a 
little older, a little more worldly-wise, just the 
right amount of danger but from a nice family. 
Most importantly, he believes in her: not in a 
shallow, fist-bump way but rather that he sees 
her flaws and strengths and has the openness 
to push her forward. Unfortunately, he does 
that at the same time as he drags her down. 

It seems that, in his international travels, he 
brought back the titular souvenir, the little 
secret that carries a tragedy with it. Yet for 
Julie the souvenir is Jean-Honore Fragonard’s 
painting of the same name that Anthony 
shows her on an early date, its ambiguous 
image of a woman carving a name in a tree 
both a romantic yearning and a warning. 

Hogg has been open that this intimate 
calamity is autobiographical - or rather, 


reconstructed now with the wisdom, ambigu¬ 
ities, and distance of age. There is nothing 
judgmental in how she balances Anthony’s 
deceptions or Julie’s own painful naivete. 
Instead, she constructs their relationship 
through tableaux, the camera locked off for 
each scene as the audience sits in quiet 
observation of the moments of strife and 
tenderness. Each moment contains an under¬ 
stated and immediately recognizable portrait 
of truths in a relationship, like what it means 
when someone pays for dinner, or the way 
they sort out space in their bed. 

Burke’s Anthony is slowly brought into 
focus through these fragments coming 
together. He is built in hints: an ill-defined 
position with the Foreign Office; marks on his 
arm; a photo of him in Afghanistan in local 
attire in 1973. That he doesn’t talk about 
what he was doing there (the date is surpris¬ 
ingly pivotal) is so definitionally British. It’s a 
constant cloud of screaming politeness over 
everything, as epitomized in an awkward din- 
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ner conversation about terrorism in Northern 
Ireland, which Swinton tries to drag to a 
polite conclusion with a perfectly indecisive 
declaration of “it’s all terribly complicated.” 
That’s also a perfect description of Anthony. 
He can be deceptive and manipulative but 
never cruel or malicious, and that’s a tight¬ 
rope that Burke walks with swooning grace. 

But this is really Swinton Byrne’s film, 
and the depths of quiet emotion she brings 
as she stands at the cusp of brokenhearted 
maturity are shattering. Hogg’s technique 
of giving the rest of the cast a script but 
instead giving her central performer a char¬ 
acter who responds to these moments 
was audacious, and could have been a 
catastrophic failure. Instead, it’s what gives 
the story its scarred heart. Her Julie learns 


ALL IS TRUE

Kenneth Branagh directs and stars in 
this intriguing drama about the last three 
years of William Shakespeare’s life, the time 
during which the author moved back to his 
hometown of Stratford-upon-Avon as well 
as the family he left behind to pursue his 
success in London. This was in 1613, soon 
after Shakespeare’s Globe Theatre burned 
down when one of the prop cannons misfired 
during a performance of Henry VIII (which 
originally bore the title All Is True). 

Even though this film is based on the very 
few facts known about Shakespeare’s life at 
that point, All Is True nevertheless falls into 
the realm of speculative biography. (In this it 
reminds me of last year’s release of Rupert 
Everett’s The Happy Prince, a speculative 
recounting of the last days of Oscar Wilde, 
which was a clear labor of love that was 
directed by and starred Everett. It is probably 


from all these bitter truths and wonderful 
moments. That Swinton Byrne’s performance 
is so open, so immediate, so caught up in 
emotional truths rather than performative 
beats, makes this one of the year’s most 
unique and memorable roles. 

Hogg’s story is, ultimately, one of the 
convoluted ambiguities of love, as illumi¬ 
nated by Fragonard’s rococo masterpiece. 

The Souvenir doesn’t get under your skin. It 
clasps your hand tightly, and when it finally 
lets go, you will feel its absence.

little coincidence that both The Happy Prince 
and All Is True share the same discerning 
distributor, Sony Pictures Classics.) We know 
that Shakespeare never wrote anything else 
after leaving London, but little is known of 
how he actually spent his time in Stratford 
during those three years prior to his death 
in 1616. Branagh (who has directed and 
starred in numerous Shakespeare projects 
throughout his career) and All Is True's 
screenwriter Ben Elton (who is the creator 
of Upstart Crow, a British TV comedy about 
Shakespeare and the creation of some of his 
most famous plays) have certainly earned 
their Bard bona tides, but their depiction of 
their subject’s final years in this film strikes 
me as a bit too modern. Did Shakespeare 
really become obsessed with learning the 
truth about the untimely death of his young 
son Hamnet years earlier, and occupy his 
days creating a graveside garden? Is this 
a retrojected variation on the male weepie 
as we also observe Shakespeare coming to

An Assassination to Hide an Atrocity 

COLD CASE HAMMARSKJOLD UNCOVERS A CRIME 
TOO TERRIBLE TO STAY BURIED by Richard Whittaker 


“I'm enormously attracted to the stories 
that refuse to be demystified.” If there will 
ever be a suitable epitaph for Mads Brugger, 
those words will be fitting. 

The unassuming Danish documentarian 
has more than flirted with danger in search 
of political mystery: He’s stamped on its 
toes. For his breakout film, 2009’s The Red 
Chapel, he lied his way into North Korea to 
explore that nation’s bureaucracy of inhuman¬ 
ity. In The Ambassador, he sparked an inter¬ 
national furor by revealing how the black 
market in African diamonds is fueled by 
abuses of diplomatic immunity. For his latest 
film, Cold Case Hammarskjold, he picked a 
seemingly harmless topic: the long-forgotten 
1961 death of U.N. Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold in a plane crash in what is 
now Zambia. 

The second ever U.N. secretary-general, 
President Kennedy called the Swedish diplo¬ 
mat and economist “the greatest statesman 
of our century.” Yet not everyone shared that 
view: The Soviet Union despised him, while 
Western business interests and intelligence 
agencies feared that his belief in self-deter¬ 
mination for Africa would sabotage their 
plans for post-colonial influence. Brugger 
compared Hammarskjold’s death to Murder 
on the Orient Express - “everyone had a 


motive for wanting him dead,” so no one 
really wanted an investigation. 

However, it was a 50-year-old mystery that 
intrigued Brugger, so much so that he spent 
much of the last decade investigating it. He 
said, “Hammarskjold is a Swedish national 
icon, but in Denmark most people think of 
him as a bit of a bland and boring Swedish 
diplomat, which was my initial thought about 
him.” However, as he started doing research, 
particularly into his efforts to define the 
United Nations as an independent body, his 
opinion changed. “I am basically a Dag 
Hammarskjold nerd.” 

When it came to the crash, what Brugger 
thought would be a dusty historical document 
turned out to be the key to a vault of horrors:

belief systems and animals and the internet, 
but it’s really just trying to get at you, the 
audience. It’s trying to put you in the mind¬ 
set of the people that are on the screen. It’s 
also trying to force you to reflect upon your 
own religion or your own purpose. That is a 
scary enterprise.” 

Ultimately, Peixoto said he hopes audienc¬ 
es can see themselves in the subjects of 
Over the Rainbow, however alien their beliefs 


assassinations, racism, mercenaries, and 
a secret program so heinous that it rivals 
MKUItra’s mind control experiments and the 
Tuskegee syphilis trials in its derangement. 

At the center was a mysterious South African 
group called SAIMR, which Brugger described 
as “weird and bizarre. It’s like a combination 
of Hezbollah and Scientology.” 

As depicted in Cold Case Hammarskjold, 
the continent-crossing multi-year investigation 
was rife with dead ends and false leads - so 
much so that Brugger came very close to giv¬ 
ing up. He spent months tracking down one 
false lead after another, such as the plane 
being brought down by a bomb planted by 
Romanian assassins at the bidding of the 
KGB. “Having a journalist combing through 
the archives of the Romanian foreign service 
was very time-consuming and costly, and in 
the end it was a goose hunt.” 

What the documentary presents, insane 
as it sometimes seems, is supported by 
documentation and independent testimony; 
yet Brugger sees the film as the start, not 
the end, of uncovering what truly happened. 
Several of his sources have already talked 
to a new, ongoing U.N. investigation into 
Hammarskjold’s death, while Brugger has 
been in discussions with two foundations 
about what he discovered. Then next week 
the film will return to the scene of the crime 
when it plays at the Encounters South 
African International Documentary Festival 
in Johannesburg and Cape Town. “That will 
certainly stir up the aquarium,” said Brugger, 
adding that he hoped the film will force the 
South African government to answer why, 
even post-Apartheid, files on SAIMR have 
been hidden. 

Uncovering those truths took a toll on 
Brugger. After one vital interview, he said, 

“I was, frankly speaking, nauseous,” and 
he began to hope that this key witness 
was either delusional or a pathological liar. 
“That’s not what you would long for as a jour¬ 
nalist normally,” he added, but the years of 
legwork provided too much supporting and 
corroborating evidence. Stomach-churning as 
that quiet, simple conversation is, he said, 
“The way it interlocks with the narrative is 
something you simply cannot ignore.” ■

may seem. “I think people have a lot of pre¬ 
conceptions about Scientology, and certainly 
people who were working on the movie had 
preconceptions of Scientology,” said Peixoto.

Branagh is practically unrecognizable 
beneath his beard and facial prosthetics. 

His wife (Dench) and daughters (Wilder and 
Wilson) aren’t exactly thrilled to have him 
back home after getting along just fine with¬ 
out him during the last couple of decades of 
his infrequent visits. Dim, candlelit interiors, 
although adding a measure of visual authen¬ 
ticity, do little to spark dramatic vitality. The 
scandals experienced by the Shakespeare 
family during these three years don’t have the 
detrimental impact that I imagine they actual¬ 
ly had within the town’s growingly Puritanical 
society. Not much is here to move or electrify 
an audience, the one major exception being a 
visit to Stratford from Shakespeare’s patron, 
the Earl of Southampton (McKellen). Some 
of the interplay between Branagh and Dench 
as a refamiliarizing couple is also delightful. 
However, apart from fleeting pleasures, All 
Is True is mostly a goodie bag stuffed for 
Shakespeare completists.

“What if Superman was a serial killer?” 
sounds like an automatic elevator pitch. 
Brightburn is exactly what that sets up: 
the childless Breyers, Tori (Banks) and Kyle 
(Denman) find a baby that fell from the sky, 
who grows into a 12-year-old (Dunn) with big¬ 
ger problems than raging hormones, and the 
power to do anything he wants. Unfortunately 
for the small Kansas town of Brightburn, that 
anything mostly involves bloody murder. 

It’s not that the Breyers are bad parents 
(even though there is a passing riff on the 
idea that you shouldn’t tell your kids they’re 
special, because they may just believe you). 
Instead, Brightburn sets up its mechanism 
for an evil alien in an early scene, when 
Brandon is asked in class to differentiate 
between a wasp and a bee. Of course, wasps 
get the bad press again, but the idea that 
there was always going to come a day when 
this nasty little interloper was going to bran¬ 
dish his stinger is nastily charming. 


Has the idea of a twisted superhero 
been done with more depth and nuance? In 
comics, yes. DC Comics has done it enough 
times with Superman, most notably with The 
Dark Knight Returns, and played with alter¬ 
nate origin stories in its Elseworlds series. 
There have also been plenty of satirical 
reinventions of the Big Blue Boy Scout, like 
Marvel’s smug bully Hyperion. Of course 
James Gunn - brother to Brightburn writers 
by Brian and Mark - did his own, more point¬ 
edly scathing version of superherodom in 
Super, which was more interested in making 
the audience cringe at the violence than 
shriek and giggle. But what his brothers have 
written is basically a Friday night popcorn 
movie, a slasher where we know whodunit 
from moment one. Its pleasures are simple 
and visceral and gory, like a mid-Nineties 
throwback, and it at least knows what to do 
with its evil kid (unlike the more supernatu¬ 
ral^ tinged The Prodigy, which grievously fum¬ 
bled its possession-by-serial-killer mechanic). 
Sallow-faced, empty-eyed Brandon doesn’t 
need a mask to hide his malice, as he sets 
off on his gory campaign to rule the world. 

And there is a fair amount of gore, mostly 
deployed for gruesome laughs. As directed by 
David Yarovesky (The Hive), the script shows 
that, while talent may not be genetic, there 
are at least some shared familial tastes 
with the Gunn boys’ more famous sibling 
- most especially his 2006 alien invasion 
gorefest Slither (also starring Banks, who is 
perennially game for gross-out genre antics). 
Most of these gags are simply well-executed 
inversions of adventures of the young urSu- 
perman (let’s just say that Brandon isn’t the 
kind to go rescuing airplanes, and there’s a 
subtle nod to X-ray vision that makes for one 
of the grisliest sight gags), and they push the 
budget to and often far past its limits. A few 
practical effects in particular are rubbery fail¬ 
ures, but then Brightburn was never intended 
to be super-naturalistic. It may be an elevator 
pitch stretched to 90 minutes, and never 
aspires to more than that, but it’s a fine and 
distinct funhouse ride designed to elicit cack¬ 
les, then be forgotten about by the next ride.

Like many artists, Austin’s creative com¬ 
munity is increasingly turning to crowd¬ 
funding platforms to cover developmental 
costs. For potential backers, it can be 
hard to navigate all the sites out there, 
so here’s a quick guide to some notewor¬ 
thy campaigns. Remember, do your own 
due diligence before you back anything. 

Who’s raising the funds? 

South Austin’s beloved video store 

Vulcan Video. 

What’s the project? It’s no secret that life is tough for video rental stores. Most of the 
mom-and-pop institutions are gone and even Blockbuster bit the dust, but a handful of physi¬ 
cal media heroes are still on hand. Take Vulcan: Opening in 1986 at the height of VHS 
mania, it’s been a mainstay of Austin movie life, keeping classics and popcorn flicks on the 
shelves. However, Austin’s ever spiraling rent prices have taken their toll. Three years ago, 
the staff had to pack up their entire massive inventory and relocate from their old home on 
Elizabeth Street to their new home just off Ben White. In the meantime, they also had to 
close their beloved Central Austin location on North Loop - again due to rent increases. Now 
with 15 months left on the current lease, the rent is going up, and the team just want to 
keep the lights on and the DVD motors spinning. Operations Manager Matt Taylor explained, 
“At this point, the place is practically a non-profit in everything but official registration; a pub¬ 
lic service we provide that also doubles as a community center and time capsule of sorts.” 

Target: $35,000, and this is all going to essentials. Taylor described the goal as a 
“financial cushion” to cover rent, utilities, stocking new and repertory titles (and covering 
the cost of worn-out copies of popular titles) and “paying our small, dedicated staff.” 



What are the perks? No perks beyond knowing that you’re helping keep a part of Austin’s 
film culture alive. As Taylor wrote, “We’ll still have a Lone Star with you at the end of the 
day while talking about John Carpenter’s Big Trouble in Little China. But if we could avoid 
going bankrupt in the process, that’d be pretty cool, right?” Support them right now at 
gofundme.com; find the full link at austinchronicle.com/screens.

GODZILLA: KING OF 
THE MONSTERS 

D: Michael Dougherty; with Kyle Chandler, Vera Farmiga, Millie 
Bobby Brown, Ken Watanabe, Bradley Whitford, Sally Hawkins, 
Charles Dance. (PG-13,132 min.) 

Officially the longest-running film franchise 
in history, Toho Studios’ gargantuan, Atomic 
Age metaphor-on-steroids has become a 
global pop culture staple. Thirty-four movies, 
Saturday morning cartoons, sugary breakfast 
cereals, memorably comic cameos in One 
Crazy Summer and Pee-wee’s Big Adventure, 
and even a late-Seventies stint as a member 
of the Marvel Comics Universe have ensured 
the big galoot a permanent place in the pan¬ 
theon of sine qua non monsterdom. As they 
say, it’s Godzilla’s world, we just live in it. 

Godzilla: King of the Monsters is the third 
entry into Legendary Pictures’ MonsterVerse 
brand - following 2014’s Godzilla and 2017’s 
Kong: Skull Island - and while lifelong fans of 
’Zilla will be rightfully impressed by the epic 
kaiju smackdowns on CGI display here, much 
of the film’s fun is overrun by a combination 
of overlong exposition, ham-fisted dialogue, 
and some genuinely confusing editing. You’re 
never quite sure at any given point where, 
exactly, the human characters are, what exact¬ 


ly they’re doing, or what the fuck that sud¬ 
den, off-putting plot twist that just happened 
means. That actually makes this one of the 
more faithful homages to Toho’s “Heisei 
era” Godzilla movies, particularly Godzilla vs. 
Destoroyah and Godzilla vs. Biollante, which - 
while enormously entertaining - still suffered 
from the same sense of perplexing plotting. 

Recounting the tortuous mash-up of the 
film’s human characters doing inane things 
ineptly that serves as the movie’s plot is 
almost beside the point, but here goes. 

In the cataclysmic aftermath of the clash 
between Godzilla and the MUTOs (Massive 
Unidentified Terrestrial Organisms) in direc¬ 
tor Gareth Edwards’ initial 2014 reboot, the 
secretive cryptozoological Monarch organi¬ 
zation under heroic scientist and occasional 
Zen poet Dr. Ishiro Serizawa (Watanabe) 
has located and locked down more “Titans” 
across the globe. Monarch member Dr. 
Emma Russell (Farmiga) and her daugh¬ 
ter Madison (Stranger Things’ Brown) are 
estranged from dad Mark (Chandler) after 
the death of their son in the previous film. 
Dr. Russell has developed ORCA, a method 
of communicating with the Titans (the pupal 
Mothra, initially) but is interrupted by the 














arrival of nihilist-cum-ecoterrorist and Snidely 
Whiplash tribute act Jonah Alan (Dance) who 
plans to awaken all of the Titans to “restore 
balance to the Earth.” Meanwhile, the mili¬ 
tary plans to harness the Titans for, y’know, 
warfare purposes, but are readying the mon¬ 
ster-slaying oxygen destroyer (first deployed 
in the 1954 original, Gojira). As the Titans 
are unleashed and head by air, land, and sea 
to new alpha-God King Ghidorah, humanity 
scrambles and chaos reigns while Madison 
embarks on her own mission, sans Mom and 
Dad. It’s a mess of a storyline. Characters 
with only the vaguest of backstories come 
and go and yell and die noble deaths. 

But let’s be honest: Unless you’re a grad 
student writing your thesis on the geopolitical 
and environmental thematics spread through¬ 
out Godzilla’s extensive oeuvre, you’re here 
to see giant monsters knock the stuffing 
out of each other while laying waste to man¬ 
kind’s manifold metropolises. In this regard, 
Godzilla: King of the Monsters does not 
disappoint. Director Dougherty (Krampus, 
Trick ’r Treat) corrals a menagerie of series 
regulars: the Pteranodon-esque, volcano-born 
Rodan; psychedelically luminous Mothra as 
the Big Green Guy’s natural ally; and perpet¬ 
ual nemesis King Ghidorah, a triple-headed, 
lightning-spitting dragon with a wingspan of 
what looks to be a quarter-mile or more. 
There’s also brief appearances from the 
MUTOs, a mutated woolly mammoth-thing, 
and what looks suspiciously like creepy-craw¬ 
ly, 1960s-era arachnid Kumonga. All-out kaiju 
brawls ensue, and they are unsurprisingly 
awesome and the real reason to catch this 
movie on an IMAX if you can. 

Bear McCreary’s bombastic score occasion¬ 
ally riffs on composer Akira Ifukube’s haunting, 
martial music from the classic Godzilla films 
of the 1950s and 1960s, but it, like the 
entirety of Godzilla: King of the Monsters feels 
overburdened and unsure of itself. Here’s 
hoping Legendary’s 2020 release of Godzilla 
vs. King Kong will improve on - or at least 
approach - the formula Ishiro Honda and Toho 
Studios mastered over half a century ago.

In 2017, Blumhouse Productions changed 
the contemporary horror industry with the 
release and success of Jordan Peele’s Get 
Out. The impact was immediate: Producers 


realized that audiences were desperate for 
films that utilized the conventions of horror 
films to explore pervasive racism in America, 
and a new wave of modest studio horror went 
into production. This success helped set the 
stage for Ma, a film that looks to Hollywood’s 
past to capitalize on cinema’s present. 

After her parents’ messy separation, 
Maggie (Booksmart’s Silvers) moves back to 
her mother’s (Lewis) hometown to finish out 
high school. There she falls in with a group of 
friends who spend their weekends following a 
small-town tradition: driving around aimlessly 
and begging strangers to buy them beer. 
Finally, one does. Sue Ann (Spencer) quickly 
becomes a legend to local high schoolers 

- they christen her “Ma” - after she agrees 
to host their parties in her basement. Soon, 
however, the teenagers discover a darker and 
more obsessive side to their gracious host 
and learn that there’s more to Sue Ann’s his¬ 
tory in this town than initially meets the eye. 

On paper, Ma is meant to be a takedown 
of the pervasive racist “mammy” caricature 
in historical fiction. The identifying traits of 
that archetype - subservient, sexless, and 
apathetic toward the needs of their own 
families - are directly contrasted in Sue Ann, 
who feeds on her teenage trauma to facili¬ 
tate her own agenda. It’s a tricky line for the 
film to walk. There are times when Spencer’s 
character feels less subversive and more like 
a gonzo Annie Wilkes from Misery ; it’s clear 
that the filmmakers understand how to write 
Sue Ann in opposition to tropes, less clear 
that they know how to turn that into some¬ 
thing meaningful. 

This is where Spencer comes in. There’s 
never really any question as to where Ma 
is headed - hometown reunions often pro¬ 
vide the lifeblood of the horror genre - but 
Spencer pulls us through the necessary 
twists and turns through sheer force of 
will. Sue Ann is genuinely likable for much 
of the movie, and her moments of quiet 
reflection peppered throughout the film are 
almost enough to bring us over to her side 

- even when she pivots into her murderous 
rampage. Spencer is an undeniably warm 
screen presence, and her role in Ma seems 
positioned as an insult to her filmography 
as well, showing that she’s a more versatile 
performer than her roles in movies like The 
Help and The Shape of Water would have us 
believe. The cat-and-mouse game that unfolds 
between Sue Ann and Maggie may be nothing 
earth-shattering, but it’s also undeniably pulpy 
and plenty of fun for the B-movie crowd. 

Much like Netflix’s recent release of The 
Perfection, Ma exists somewhere at the inter¬ 
section of Lifetime Movie of the Week and 
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revenge cinema. See this one with a crowd, 
and it will undoubtedly be one of the more 
memorable horror films of 2019. Just don’t 
pretend like Ma is quite as smart as it would 
like to be.

guard out front). That he pivoted from a story 
that seemed headed to doom and gloom to 
something more optimistic is a testament to 
his skill.

Nothing Stays the Same strikes a similar 
motif to another SXSW biography of an iconic 
Austin venue, 2016’s Honky Tonk Heaven: 
Legend of the Broken Spoke - that Austin’s 
growth, in part driven by the desire to be near 
venues like the Saxon, is what’s driving them 
out of business. However, Sandmann wisely 
puts some of the blame beyond Austin, to 
the wider shift in the music industry away 
from actually paying musicians for music. As 
guitarist Hector Ward notes, how’s a musician 
supposed to make a living when their work is 
available for 3 cents a song on Amazon? 

At the same time, the unrecognized 
elephant in the room is that Spotify rates 
are not the only part of the music industry 
that has changed: It’s not just that rents 
are rising (although that is a factor) but that 
young audiences have moved away from the 
massed crowds that the Cosmic Cowboy 
scene could conjure in the 1970s, and old 
fans just don’t go out five nights a week. It’s 
not the only factor, but it is a factor, and it’s 
a component that maybe should have been 
taken into account. 

When Nothing Stays the Same is best 
is when it’s about what it takes to survive, 
rather than indulging in handwringing: the

Acclaimed filmmaker Zhang Yimou ( House of Flying 
Daggers) returns to period martial arts drama, as the 
young king of Pei (Zheng) is pushed to war by his com¬ 
mander Ziyu. Except that Ziyu is not Ziyu: He is Jingzhou 
(Deng, in an extraordinary double performance), an 
orphan rescued and raised as Ziyu’s duplicate. Only Ziyu’s 
wife, Xiao Ai (Sun), knows the deceit; however, as Jingzhou 
becoming everything Ziyu was and more, her loyalty waiv¬ 
ers. Instead of bold archetypes, everyone is a shadow, as 
captured in the remarkable palette of cinematographer 
Zhao Xiaoding (and a vast team of effects artists) which 
strips all color away, creating a motion watercolor of black 
washes interrupted only by the warm sepia of flesh and 
bright red blood. With an unblinking eye on power and 
corruption, Shadow is a burning light on the souls of its 
questionable heroes. (05/17/2019)

Nights of the Dead 

NOSFERATU FESTIVAL CELEBRATES THE ORIGINAL 
CINEMATIC VAMPIRE byMarcSavlov 


“Nosferatu? Does this word not sound like the call of the 
death bird at midnight? You dare not say it since the pictures 
of life will fade into dark shadows; ghostly dreams will rise 
from your heart and feed on your blood" 

- Opening title card from F.W. Murnau’s Nosferatu, 1922 

With the ratlike upper incisors, the bald pate, and vulpine 
ears, actor Max Schreck’s portrayal of the ur-bloodsucker 
couldn’t be more dissimilar from the vast legions of his 
exsanguinary cinematic progeny. As Count Orlok (not Dracula 
- this was the original mockbuster), he is to 
Bela Lugosi and Frank Langella’s effete, inher¬ 
ently carnal night stalkers as a rancid claret 
is to the finest Chateau Mouton Rothschild 
Bordeaux. But of course, they don’t drink 
wine, do they? 

Expect otherwise at Austin’s inaugural 

Nosferatu Festival: A Weekend of Horror, Bat City’s new¬ 
est and potentially most monomaniacal entry into an already 
lengthy list of film fests. Founded by Mitch Rafter, publisher 
of local glossy horror zine Gore Noir, the three-day event 
celebrates the 90th anniversary of the arrival on American 
screens of the German expressionist “symphony of terror” 
with appropriately phantasmagorical aplomb. Expect multiple 
screenings of Murnau’s masterpiece featuring live unique 
scores by the Invincible Czars and Lucid Dementia, coffin 


relay races, and a downright bloodthirsty attempt to slaughter 
the current Guinness World Record for “Largest Gathering of 
People Dressed as Vampires,” which for now stands at 1,039 
undead,undead, undead. 

“Nosferatu is a film that’s loved by so many different types 
of people,” explained Rafter, “including the goths, the metal 
crowd, old-school horror fans, and it just kind of struck me as 
amazing that a figure as iconic as Nosferatu hadn’t had his 
own festival built around him. I took that initial idea and then 
built a whole kind of celebratory vampire 
weekend around it.” (Note: Vampire Weekend 
will not be playing.) 

A welcome respite from the hordes of 
shambling, Romero-esque revenants that 
have overrun pop culture for the past 
decade, Rafter promises the minifest will be 
family-friendly during the daylight hours, but will descend 
into a toothsome orgy of diabolical debauchery less suitable 
for the Hotel Transylvania set. Costumes are encouraged, 
although attendees need not go to Gary Oldman or Klaus 
Kinski lengths. After all, plastic dime-store fangs worn by an 
unhinged Nicolas Cage in Vampire's Kiss made for one of the 
most memorable vampiric performances of the 1980s. “We’ll 
be having a costume contest, but that doesn’t necessarily 
mean you have to come as a vampire,” Rafter said. “People

can come as vampire slayers, victims, brides of Dracula, or 
whatever they want.” (Our money’s on the various incarnations 
of Stoker’s original Renfield, who somehow always manages 
to upstage his undead overlord no matter what film version 
he appears in.) 

As for libations, Rafter said, “We’re also going to have a 
specially crafted ‘Nosferatu-brew’ created by 4th Tap Brewing 
Co-op, who are going to be making their beer as bloodred as 
possible, and we’ll be putting that into IV bags for people to 
drink from.” Shades of Jim Jarmusch’s Only Lovers Left Alive 
there, to be sure, but it’s Nosferatu’s nacht der untoten, at 
least until the sun comes up. ■

The doc¬ 
umentary Walking on Water chronicles, in bits and pieces, 
The Floating Piers, which had germinated in the mind 
of environmental artist Christo Vladimirov Javacheff, aka 
Christo, and his late wife Jeanne-Claude since the early 
Seventies. It’s an audacious undertaking, a grand floating 
three-mile avenue across a lake and two islands at the 
foot of the Italian Alps. Over a 16-day period during the 
summer of 2016, over a million pedestrians strolled along 
this undulating walkway made from interlocking plastic 
cubes sheathed in a shimmering saffron-colored fabric. 

The film’s title references the physical and mental sensa¬ 
tion Christo wanted visitors to experience as they ambled 
along his buoyant promenade.

Ballet only has meaning if there is story to connect 
the movements: That’s the gist of what Ralph Fiennes, as 
Russian dance instructor Alexander Ivanovich Pushkin, 
tells the young Rudolf Nureyev (Ivenko). It’s a little unfor¬ 
tunate that Fiennes the director did not take his own char¬ 
acter’s advice for this fragmented retelling of Nureyev’s 
career, from his arrival at Leningrad’s prestigious Vaganova 
Academy of Russian Ballet to his defection to the West 
in 1961. Told primarily through flashbacks, events flip 
back and forth with little rhyme, reason, or true connective 
tissue, only finally crystallizing when Fiennes abandons 
this unengaging staccato cadence in favor of a more 
conventional tick-tock structure for the nerve-jangling 
showdown in Paris-Le Bourget Airport. What holds the film 
together before that nerve-jangling sequence is Ivenko as 
the young genius, a maelstrom of wide-eyed wonder and 
mean-spirited self-possession, haughty and charismatic.

The Fable Trilogy 


Fable Records officially launched in 1975 
with a hot check. Founder Michael Mordecai 
passed it to a manufacturer for pressings of 
Cumulo Nimbus, from the oddly named Austin 
jazz group 47 Times Its Own Weight, hoping 
sales would make up the deficit. They didn’t, 
so he wrote yet another bad check for 1,000 
vinyl copies of Steam Heat’s Austin Funk. 

Luckily, that pressing sold over 800 copies 
in one day. 

“I only had $3 in my bank account, so 
otherwise I would be in jail,” says Mordecai. 

BEERLAND SOLD? 


Has Beerland been sold to an unnamed buyer? 
Early Tuesday morning, a press release stated: “The 
club will remain open during the transition in own¬ 
ership, and shows currently booked at the club are 
expected to take place as scheduled. Future plans 
for the space are undecided at this point, accord¬ 
ing to the new owner.” In a Facebook comment, 
Richard Lynn, CEO of current building owner Austin 
Jukebox Holdings, said the buyer’s identity could 
not be disclosed due to a confidentiality agreement. 

Meanwhile, Beerland employees circulated 
reports on social media of bounced paychecks 
since South by Southwest, which one source 
revealed had been lucrative for the business. 
Word of the sale came less than 24 hours after 


“Disclaimer: This is not a study in how to 
start a business,” adds his wife and label 
partner Laura Mordecai, a former Austin 
Federation of Musicians employee. 

Mike Mordecai played trombone in local 
jazz-rock ensemble Starcrost, whose self- 
titled debut completed what’s now known 
as “The Fable Trilogy.” The name stuck after 
Billboard Magazine called the newborn label 
a turning point in contemporary jazz. All 
three albums, recorded August 1975 at 
Odyssey Sound Studios, face renewed 
interest with vinyl reissues due June 14 
from Jazzman Records. 


employees issued a letter to Lynn announcing 
“a general strike until all back wages have been 
paid,” according to a widely circulated post calling 
for community support of the strike. Sources told 
the Chronicle that original venue staff clashed 
with Lynn’s team following his takeover in January 
2018, and that back pay was also owed to employ¬ 
ees of his homegrown label empire, which includes 
Super Secret Records, Sonic Surgery Records, 
and Self Sabotage Records. 

In response to a request for comment, Lynn 
stated in multiple long texts to the Chronicle : 

“I do owe some back pay to my employees, but 


Following Fable’s Seventies heyday, the 
Mordecais maintained the label alongside 
their major booking concern BBA, still churn¬ 
ing out some 150 gigs a week across the 
country from their headquarters here in the 
state capital. Meanwhile, original Fable press¬ 
ings spiked to $500 thanks to Japanese col¬ 
lectors. In 2013, Detroit rapper Black Milk’s 
“Money Bags” sampled Starcrost’s slinky 
“False Paradise.” 

“As soon as the internet started taking off, 
we would get a nice little stream of emails 
inquiring about whatever happened to this 
group or album,” recalls Laura. 

“I had a whole folder of licensing offers 
from Spain, Germany, and more from Japan,” 
adds her spouse. 

In 2006, backing from Japanese label 
Creole Stream Music allowed for reissue 
of the three albums on CD. A decade after 
reaching out, Jazzman head Gerald Short 
finally won over the couple after helping shut 
down bootleg sales of Starcrost on eBay. The 
UK label now offers 1,000 copies 
each of Austin Funk, Cumulo 
Nimbus, and Starcrost on vinyl. 

The individually numbered LPs 
include a booklet insert with archi¬ 
val cuttings and funny, anecdote- 
filled interviews. Short first heard 
47 Times Its Own Weight’s “March 
of the Goober Woobers” on-air 
from UK jazz DJ Patrick Forge. 

“You can tell by listening that 
they’re all homespun, intimate affairs and are 
untainted by major label production methods,” 
says Short of the trilogy. “These are exactly 
the kind of records that jazz and funk fans 
around the world would love to hear. It’s such 
a shame that the LPs never really got out of 
Austin all those years ago.” 

The Fable Trilogy reemerges locally at 
End of an Ear and Waterloo Records. 
Steam Heat’s fiery funk returns live as the 
40-years-running Extreme Heat on Friday, 
May 31, at One-2-One Bar. Mike Mordecai 
still lends trombone to Beto & the 
Fairlanes’ Fable-pressed Texas salsa. 

Liza Farrow-Gillespie, whose jazz vocals 
highlighted Starcrost, published her first 
novel this year. 


I’ve told them many, many times that I’m making 
it my number one priority to pay them back, and 
now that I’ve sold the bar I can do it even faster.” 
Although the Red River venue’s calendar extends 
into the third week of June, shows quickly began 
relocating, citing the strike and uncertainties at the 
venue. Beerland’s Tuesday and Wednesday book¬ 
ings jumped to other venues, and Saturday night’s 
Swass showcase canceled. 

Longtime Beerland booking standard Max 
Meehan shared on Facebook: “For the record, my 
head is kind of spinning and I don’t know what the 
fuck is going on. All I know is that I’m heart broken.” 


The Briscoe Center’s 
Greatest Hits 

Titled “Greatest Hits,” the Dolph 
Briscoe Center for American History’s 

new music exhibit acts as a highlight reel, 
hopping from 18th century folk tunes to 
modern Texan icons. 

“Often, a museum exhibit tells the 
story of a certain time in history, but 
we wanted to do something different,” 
explains Ben Wright, associate director 
for communication at Briscoe. “It’s really 
a smorgasbord of our archive’s treasures.” 

By the gallery entrance on the UT cam¬ 
pus, a hand-painted sign for the 1978 
album Willie Nelson & Family greets visi¬ 
tors. The local country legend rates his 
own section, alongside Texan musicologist 
John Lomax and legendary Hillsboro-born 
producer Bob Johnston (Leonard 
Cohen, Bob Dylan, Moby Grape). 

Concert posters commemorat¬ 
ing local visits from Bruce 
Springsteen in 1974 and 
Elvis Presley circa 1955 dot 
the exhibit, as does a 26-foot 
mural by Jim Franklin. 

Colorful likenesses of local 
folkies the Conqueroo used 
to hang at the Armadillo 
World Headquarters. 

“Around 1980, when a lot of 
hippie counterculture venues were closing 
down, we started collecting more modern 
stuff,” adds Wright. “The trick is to know 
what to keep.” 

Following his father’s death in 2014, 
the son of Small Faces/Faces key¬ 
boardist Ian McLagan offered the con¬ 
tents of a local storage unit. The tour¬ 
ing-themed portion of the show also 
houses Texan opera star Barbara Smith 
Conrad’s music annotations and a rhine¬ 
stone-encrusted guitar commemorating 
local blues singer Miss Lavelle White’s 
89th birthday. Among many letters, my 
favorite originated from a booking agent 
to the Sir Douglas Quintet’s manage¬ 
ment: “My secretary would like to know 
who their beautician is, as she digs their 
hair styles.” 

Throughout, listening stations sample 
the center’s 90,000-some audio and 
video recordings. 

“The end goal is to have folks come 
here for research,” says Wright. “You’ll 
see Townes Van Zandt’s handwritten 
lyrics for Tor the Sake of the Song,’ but 
when the exhibit closes, you can actually 
hold them.” 

“Greatest Hits: The Briscoe Center’s 
Music Collections” is free and open to 
the public until December 14.

Otherworldly duo pulls attention through mesmeric, 
emotionally charged minimalism

Watching Little Mazarn perform is almost 
voyeuristic, as if witnessing an intimate 
dance or eavesdropping on a hushed, pri¬ 
vate conversation. Their music doesn’t so 
much demand deep attention as inspire it. 

At the release show for the duo’s debut 
LP earlier this month, silence swept through 
the Cactus Cafe. Lindsey Verrill poised her¬ 
self center stage with eyes closed and voice 
drifting patiently against her softly plucked 
banjo. Jeff Johnston followed each move¬ 
ment carefully from her right, looking sha- 
manistic in a long white beard and shading 
each musical turn with 
the bend of his saw. The 
two move in their own 
space, a repose of quiet 
epiphanies floating in 
calm contemplation. 

“I would say in those 
moments, you’re not even 
really with the audience,” 
offers Verrill. “There’s a 
certain amount of impro¬ 
visation, and you’re 
exploring in some differ¬ 
ent places.” 

“People are drawn to 
that empty space and 
they pay attention,” adds 
Johnston. “I like the 
quiet, and the space, and 
Lindsey’s voice is so pure and honest it just 
draws you in. She creates that feeling that 
makes you want to hear what she’s saying.” 

That sense of space suffuses Little 
Mazarn’s music. The restless wandering of 
Verrill’s twanged, languid phrasing and 
meditative pull of Johnston’s careful 
accompaniment open up a lingering 
expanse. The songs temper haunted ephem- 
erality, a spectral Americana that simulta¬ 
neously summons deep Appalachian 
valleys and desert plains. 

Verrill always connected with unique 
spaces. When the Dallas native moved to 
Austin in 2006, she helped start the Annie 
Street Arts Collective, an informal cadre of 
artists that staged hushed house concerts 
and secret shows in unlikely places. 
Playing in bands including Some Say 
Leland and the McMercy Family Band, 
Verrill and her co-conspirators gathered in 
cemeteries, underground drainage sys¬ 
tems, and abandoned buildings, playing to 
the situational acoustics of locales as much 
as reverential fans. 


“Our intention was, really, that we played 
this weird, quiet music that had a lot of 
nuance, and we had nowhere to play,” she 
recalls of the shows. “We were all pretty 
uncompromising about our sound, not 
wanting to play amplified or play over peo¬ 
ple talking, but we were also young and 
didn’t have any influence and couldn’t get 
gigs. So it really grew out of our desire to 
not compromise with our music. 

“The audience’s response to that was 
really that they didn’t want to compromise 
their listening experience, either.” 

Largely self-taught on 
cello and upright bass 
before studying music at 
the University of North 
Texas in Denton, Verrill 
became a key compo¬ 
nent across a number of 
indie bands in Austin, 
but not until 2015 did 
she begin performing 
her own material seri¬ 
ously. Little Mazarn’s 
eponymous debut EP, 
released in late 2017, 
mesmerized behind Ver¬ 
niks wounded, poignant, 
and vivid narratives, 
emerging songs with 
both an untethered time¬ 
lessness and visceral, personal pull. 

The duo’s first long-player, Io, evolves 
Little Mazarn’s sound further. Recording 
with Britton Beisenherz at Ramble Creek 
Studios on Slaughter Lane, Verrill and 
Johnston recruited fellow musical wander¬ 
ers Thor Harris, Ralph White, and Will 



Johnson to contribute. The result maintains 
Little Mazarn’s sparse and minimalist aes¬ 
thetic yet provokes with a menagerie of 
subtle sounds and layers. 

The songs anchor around strong hooks, 
like the wistful refrain of “You can’t stay 
everywhere you leave a piece of your heart” 
on “Vermont,” while allowing room for the 
tunes to exhale organically. Opening track 
“Peace Like a River” rings both harrowing- 
ly heartbroken and gorgeously reflective, a 
dichotomy within which Verrill and 
Johnston thrive. 

That tension shines brilliantly on the 
duo’s transformation of Bruce Springsteen’s 
“Dancing in the Dark,” ripping the song 
down to its desperate studs as the banjo and 
saw twine in a lonely, haunted longing. The 
moment perfectly captures Little Mazarn’s 
uncanny balance of the familiar with the 
utterly otherworldly. 

Verrill exudes greater confidence across 
Io - whose title takes its inspiration from 
the moth of the same name, pronounced 


“eye-oh” (revisit “Track Premiere: Little 
Mazarn’s ‘Vermont,’” April 29) - and moves 
beyond Little Mazarn’s off-kilter Americana 
to showcase the songwriter as an impres¬ 
sive stylist. Whereas just last year Verrill 
acknowledged the struggle and growth in 
stepping out front and sharing her music 
(see “SXSW Picks 2 Click,” March 9, 2018), 
now she speaks with a clearer sense of pur¬ 
pose and vision. And at its core, Little 
Mazarn hinges on the interplay between 
Verrill and Johnston. 

“With this album, I really felt empow¬ 
ered,” says Verrill. “I started this project 
with the intention to break orbit with being 
a side person, and I feel like I’ve become 
different. I’ve become myself to the extent 
that Little Mazarn isn’t just me anymore. 
It’s us and has its own identity that isn’t just 
me trying to be something. It’s very much a 
mutual force.” ■

Lindsey Verrill and Jeff Johnston’s output as Little Mazarn feels intrinsically linked to the 
outdoors, to the sigh of a drawn-out twilight hour creeping across desolate terrain. Io, the 
local duo’s second release, unfolds at a glacial pace, eight cavernous songs meeting at the 
intersection of Appalachia and experimental folk. Anchored by Verrill’s electric banjo finger¬ 
picking and her crystalline vocals, the otherworldly quaver of Johnston’s singing saw whistles 
in the background, reverberating in the open spaces of Io like a ghost. Meditative opener 
“Peace Like a River” fantasizes about finding an inner calm over the hypnotic ping of kalimba, 
while “Vermont,” awash in nostalgia, serves as a love song to places. A funereal cover of 
Bruce Springsteen’s “Dancing in the Dark” cuts to the quick of desperation in the lyrics of the 
Grammy-garnering hit, and their take on Country Willie Edwards’ “Marfa Lights” feels appropri¬ 
ately sparse, Verrill’s mention of the Texas winds filled in by Johnston’s muted saw. Fleshed 
out by contributing local musicians Will Johnson, Kendra Kinsey (vocals), Thor Harris (vibra¬ 
phone, drums), and Ralph White (fiddle, kalimba), Io flutters deftly minimal.

Christelle Bofale’s Congolese heritage and heartbreak 
coalesce into a sea of emotion

Christelle Bofale worried May would be 
a slow month for shows. This week’s 
release of her debut EP on influential 
Brooklyn indie label Father/Daughter 
Records took care of that. Good thing, too, 
because the soulful 22-year-old confessor 
doesn’t like turning down local perfor¬ 
mance opportunities. 

“I say yes because that’s how I got here,” 
says Bofale. “Every gig I’ve played brought 
me to this point. It’s only been, like, a 
month since I actually released a song, and 
before that it was like, ‘Oh, we like Christelle 
because we like going to her shows.’” 

Daughter of a Congolese guitarist, her 
creative arc to noted label signee started in 
high school via performances at San 
Antonio’s Imagine Books & Records. 
Attendees often asked if she had music 
online and received a polite, “Not really,” a 
line she’s repeated ever since. Years after 
moving to Austin for college, Bofale debuted 
at the all-women Raise Her Voice series for 
Human Influence in March 2018. 

One song from her teen years, “Origami 
Dreams,” shows up on the new Swim Team. 
She connected to Eather/Daughter through 
local A&R rep Tyler Andere, who saw her 
play a house show hosted by members of 
homegrown punks Blood. Bofale and 
Andere both felt under the weather and 
considered not going - another testament to 
the power of simply showing up. 


“She did the opposite of what most new 
artists do, because she wasn’t on Bandcamp 
or reaching out to people,” points out 
Andere, who never signed an Austin act 
until Bofale. “Christelle’s been blessed with 
an energy that calls people to her. 
Everything happened by word of mouth.” 

Onstage, she’s low-key, singing with a 
serene stoicism while sneaking goofy quips 
between songs. Bassist John Bergen, gui¬ 
tarist Jake Smith, and drummer Bill Hickey 
often join in after a few moments, leaving 
just enough space for the singer’s swirling 
lead before their warm instrumental 
expanse. She met her well-suited band- 
mates through dating apps. 

Bofale’s particular blend of lively intro¬ 
version absolutely explodes in her active 


social media presence. When her first-ever 
release, “U Ouchea,” hit 10,000 streams on 
Spotify, she offered fans a hyper, hilarious 
capture of herself dancing and throwing her 
cat Mark across the room. At over seven 
minutes, the song’s flow of trickling melo¬ 
dies and fluttering structure mirrors the 
Congolese sounds with which she grew up. 

“U Ouchea” (“you’re out here,” more or 
less) also introduced her middle name into the 
mix. Born Christelle Bofale Miller, she calls 
her new artist moniker a “nod to the culture” 
and a more easily searched edition of past 
bookings as Xtelle or Christelle Miller. Early 
on, solo iterations of her lush, guitar-based 
musings often prompted Austin bookers to 
invite the dreamy vocalist to R&B shows. 

“As a black woman, you’re put into this 
box of what your music is,” says the native 
I Texan. “Just little micro things like that can 
£ be discouraging in a scene that’s already 
3 not very diverse. But once people got to 
| know my personality, they 
started getting interested in 
the music as well.” 

Although Bofale consid¬ 
ers her story “so serendipi¬ 
tous,” catching her efferves¬ 
cent ebbs and flows in the 
studio took years. While 
writing for MUD Magazine, 
she connected with Erykah 
Badu collaborator Zach Witness. They tried 
connecting two years ago in Dallas, but the 
timing didn’t work out. 

During that same visit, Bofale met musi¬ 
cian Jon Bap, who ultimately mastered 
Swim Team. The linkage of his bold, guitar- 
driven experimentalism and album engi¬ 
neer Dan Duszynski’s folk roots in Dripping 
Springs resulted in a singular capture of 
Bofale’s uniquely Texan fusion. 

“The universe works in such weird ways, 
almost like that time didn’t work out so I could 
do [the album] this way,” says the Austinite. 

A toxic relationship during her freshman 
studies at St. Edward’s University provided 
the biggest roadblock to her musical advance¬ 
ment. In a swirl of instability, including 
co-songwriting with the abusive partner, 
Bofale stopped playing guitar. Drama ensued. 


Hear it on “U Ouchea,” which begins with 
“You’re out here tightroping,” then oscil¬ 
lates between Bofale’s protectiveness for 
her wayward partner and personal appre¬ 
hension (“I’m pregnant with fear/ I’ve got to 
get out of here”). The album’s wandering 
opener “Moving On, Getting On” stands 
stunned in the ruins of their relationship. 

“There aren’t many words in that song, 
because I literally didn’t know what to say 
other than, ‘This is really hard,”’ recalls 
Bofale. “I thought, ‘If this process was a 
song, it would sound like this.’” 

Tumultuous instrumentals from the 
depths of heartbreak inform Swim Team’s 
submerged nature. The singer mentions 
her astrological water sign, an apt predictor 
of her fluid, wavering vocals. Bofale says 
the album title references a crew of close 
friends who floated along with her through 
difficult times, as well as memories of a 
middle school aquatic center. 

She also recounts watch¬ 
ing her father lead special 
worship services with the 
San Antonio Congolese 
Catholic Choir. Sometimes, 
she played piano on 
“Amazing Grace” during 
communion. Today, her 
cyclical compositions chan¬ 
nel the sounds played by her 
parents and grandmother around the house. 

“Those songs go through all these differ¬ 
ent moments,” explains Bofale. “It’s like, 
‘Oh, we’re here, and now we’re here.’ 
Sometimes it circles all the way back to the 
beginning, and you’re like, ‘Oh yeah! That’s 
how we started.’ 

“In my own music, it feels like I’m swim¬ 
ming in a sea of my emotions.” ■

Christelle Bofale’s Swim Team is as quick to cut as it is to cradle. Amidst the smooth sway 
of seven-minute “U Ouchea,” the singer/guitarist sharply observes a two-timing ex: “You’re 
out here, tightroping/ You should’ve left that to the acrobats.” Her fearless intimacy within 
heartbroken lyrics weaves throughout tangled lullabies of jazz, soul, and bedroom indie-rock. 

In interviews, the songwriter credits her heritage and the expansiveness of Congolese song 
structures. Here, it translates to both ambitiousness and musical playfulness across five effer¬ 
vescent tracks laden with personal storytelling. “Moving On, Getting On” slips into a jazzy inter¬ 
lude cut by a wailing guitar line, while the addictive “Origami Dreams” skews simpler, chugging 
along on the mesmeric strum of dreamy guitar-pop. Swim Team feels amorphous, a densely 
textured and unpredictable ebb and flow steered by the ease of Bofale’s cool, velveteen voice, 
the final product both tenderhearted and unrestricted.

Mary Gauthier began her songwriting 
career relatively late. At 35, after having 
been a successful restaurateur and gotten 
sober, she imbued her 1997 debut Dixie 
Kitchen with a deep sense of empathy and 
understanding, its characters driven to the 
edge of desperation in a quest for emo¬ 
tional redemption. 

“I write when I don’t know 
what else to do,” offers the New 
Orleans native. “Empathy, I think, 
is the result. What happens when 
there is that gut level of honesty 
fueled by desperation is that people 
see themselves in a song and feel 
seen and heard and known. The end 
result is they feel less alone and so does 
the songwriter. The point is to connect, 
and when you connect that’s where empa¬ 
thy happens and we see each other in a 
way that creates resonance.” 

That philosophy is foundational to last 
year’s Rifles & Rosary Beads, her collec¬ 
tion of co-writes with military veterans over 
the past five years through Darden Smith’s 


locally founded SongwritingWith:Soldiers 
program. Although the album earned 
global accolades including a Grammy 
nomination, its effects resonate far 
beyond the songs. 

“People who are struggling with trauma, 
as so many of our veterans are and as I 
have in my life, there’s this under¬ 
standing on a primal level that if I 
try to write through it I could be 
okay,” she acknowledges. “That 
redemptive quality that songs and 
art in general makes room for is 
something SongwritingWith:Soldiers 
has verified for me - songs and music 
as a lifesaver. 

“It’s a paradox: Why do sad songs 
make us happy?” she continues. “There’s 
something about allowing yourself to be 
seen in that incredibly vulnerable way that 
brings joy. I think the joy comes from con¬ 
nection, in seeing ourselves in each other. 
Sometimes it ain’t pretty, but dammit, 
we’re doing the best we can here.”

person, is to make do return 
in accordance with the Texas
